Board of Registration for Nurses, 
which office she has held since the 
law was enacted, and is editor of the 
Nursing Department of "The Modern 
Hospital”, and director on the Board 
of "The American Journal of Nursing.” 

For many years Miss Riddle has 
been president of the Aulmnae Asso- 
ciation of the Boston City Hospital 
Training School, which office she still 
holds.

For some 
years he was associated with his fa- 
ther and brothers in the provision 
business as Warren Ellis and Sons, 
and on the failure of that business in 
the seventies, went to work as an in 
spector on the water works which the 
city was then constructing. In 1877, 
Mayor Alden Speare appointed him 
chief of the Fire Department and he 
served for three years. During this 
time he purchased the ice business 
then conducted by Mr. Luther Paul.

CITY HALL 


There are persistent, but unverified 
rumors that at least two heads of im- 
portant departments have been re- 
quested to resign, and it is said that 
more are coming. 

The committee on Public Works was 
in session until 1.30 A. M. last Wed- 
nesday morning. 

It is expected that the 1914 budget 
will be reported at the meeting of the 
aldermen next Monday. 

Hearings will be held next week 
Thursday by the License committee to 
all petitioners for permits to trans- 
port intoxicating liquors, and on Fri- 
day night to remonstrants to that ac- 
tion. 


At the continued hearing last Fri- 
day morning before the Gas and Elec- 
tric Light Commissioners on the peti- 
tion for a reduction in the price of 
gas in this city, the Newton & Water- 
town Gas Light Company, by Mr. 
James L. Richards, president, and Mr. 
A. A. Ballantyne, its counsel, present- 
ed reasons why the petition should not 
bo granted. 

Mr. Richards told the commission- 
ers that the reason was that the Bos- 
ton Consolidated Company could not 
purchase enough gas from the New 
England Gas and Coke Company and 
has been obliged to open a plant at 
Commercial Point, Boston, to manufac- 
ture gas. The cost of making gas at 
the Commercial Point plant was far 
above the price which the company 
pays for the gas It buys from the New 
England Gas and Coke Company and 
accordingly the Boston Consolidated 
has to charge a higher price to the 
Newton and Watertown Company. 

Mr. Grosvenor Calkins, for the pe- 
titioners, said that evidence had been 
introduced by the company to the ef- 
fect that there were many companies 
in Massachusetts which were charg- 
ing from ninety cents to one dollar 
and sixty cents for their gas. These 
companies, Mr. Calkins said are all 
small companies and sell less gas than 
the Newton and Watertown Company. 
The Newton and Watertown Company 
1 b one of the largest companies in the 
.State and dispose of more than 400 
million cubic feet of gas annually. The 
Newton and Watertown Company 
should be compared with some of the 
larger companies of the State like the 
Lynn and Worcester companies. 

Mr. Calkins said that while the num- 
ber of consumers per mile in Newton 
was lower than it was in other cities 
with which the situation might be com- 
pared, the amount of gas used by each 
consumer was larger than elsewhere, 
on the average. The Newton and Wa 
tertown Gas Light Company buys its 
gas for fifty cents a thousand cubic 
feet and yet the Boston Consolidated 
pays only twenty-three cents a thou- 
sand. 

President Richards argued that the 
company had been obliged to charge 
the Newton and Watertown Company 
fifty cents a thousand cubic feet for its 
gas because of the opening of the Com- 
mercial Point plant which was made 
necessary in order to supply enough 
The cost of oil has gone up ma- 
terially within the past two years and 
this makes the cost of producing gas 
more expensive. The Boston Consoli- 
dated Company does not feel that it 
can sell gas any cheaper to the New- 
ton and Watertown Company and that 
company in turn does not feel that it 
can sell any cheaper to the consumer.

Funeral services for the late Ben- 
jamin F. Keith, the well-known theat 
rical manager, were hold Monday af- 
ternoon in the chapel at the Newton 
Cemetery, and there was a large at- 
tendance of friends and relatives. The 
services were in charge of Rev. Ed- 
ward A. Horton, chaplain of the Mass 
achusetts state senate, a personal 
friend of Mr. Keith, and there was 
singing by the "Meistersingers.”

The rumors that the heads of im- 
portant city departments are to he 
asked to resign should he promptly set- 
tled one way or the other by Mayor 
Childs. No department bend can he 
expected to give his whole thought 
and attention to planning the work 
for the coming season, while his con- 
tinuing in office is a matter of uncer- 
tainty. The best interests of the city 
demand a confirmation or a denial of 
these rumors.

EDITORIAL 


There are so many factors entering 
into the issue of refusing to grant the 
usual permits to transport intoxicat- 
ing liquors, which has been recently 
raised by some of the good people of 
this city! that it is perhaps difficult to 
make a clear cut decision without 
careful study and investigation. The 
greatest benefit to all the citizens of 
Newton should be the goal desired and 
it is a little disappointing to have the 
advocates of refusing such permits, 
state that the subsequent conditions 
arc not matters for consideration at 
this time, hut will he met when the 
situation develops. It seems to me 
that the result which will follow the 
refusal to grant these permits, is of 
the greatest moment to this city. It 
is admitted in the beginning by all 
conversant with the law, that there 
is no control at the present time over 
the delivery of liquor in Newton, by 
the teams of Boston stores, where the 
purchase has been made. Already one 
Brighton liquor dealer is making such 
deliveries in this city. What will be 
the result, if our regular expressmen 
are refused permits to deliver liquor 
bought by residents of Newton? It is 
idle to suppose for one moment that 
persons in this city, who have been in 
the habit of receiving liquor, are going 
to stop purchasing because their regu- 
lar expressman cannot make such de- 
livery. The liquor will be purchased 
just the same and delivery made by 
teams w’hich Boston liquor dealers will 
put in service for that purpose. It 
will therefore follow that there v,W 
be anywhere from twenty to fifty in- 
dividual teams or automobiles pass- 
ing thru this city making deliveries of 
liquors, over which no check can be 
maintained by the police department. 
Under present conditions every person 
granted these permits, must keep 
record of each delivery open to inspec- 
tion by the police, and in consequence, 
the liquor officer of the force is able to 
keep track to a large extent of w'here 
liquor is being used, and is thereby 
enabled to trace down possible “kit- 
-chen barrooms.” 

In addition we have a large foreign 
population in Newton, who consume 
light wines and beer as we American, 
people use tea and coffee. They have 
not been here long enough to know the 
pernicious effects of alcohol in even 
this diluted form, and would resent 
any curtailment of what they con- 
aider their personal rights in the mat- 
ter. The greater part of the liquor 
brought Into Newton goes to people 
of this class. It is not used to excess 
and rarely leads to drunkenness, 
permits are refused, how will these 
people obtain their regular supply 
Is it not reasonable to suppose that it 
will be delivered to them as before, 
and with the added danger that the 
sale itself will actually take place, se- 
cretly, of course, in this city. 

I believe it is highly desirable to 
cut dow'n the number of liquor trans 
portation permits which are issued at 
present, but I also believe that a re 
lusal to grant them all, will produce 
alcoholic conditions in Newton which 
will be a disgrace, and will lead to a 
YES vote next fall.

Additional interest is also taken in the 
railroad situation by the news that 
the Railroad company has filed an en 
tirely new schedule of freight rates, 
to take effect May 1st.

DR. STRONG DEAD 


Rev. Dr. Elnathnn Ellsworth Strong, 
for 25 years editor of the Missionary 
Herald, died yesterday at his home in 
Auburndale. 

He was born at Hardwick, Vt„ May 

1832, the son of Elnatlian and Jane 
Strong. After graduation from 
Dartmouth in 1S52 he received the de- 
gree of A. M. there three years later, 
about the time he was graduated from 
Andover Theological Seminary. In 
1883 Dartmouth bestowed on him the 
degree of D.D. 

In 1S59 he was ordained in the Con- 
gregational ministry and was pastor 
of a parish in South Natick until 1865. 
Moving to Waltham he remained a 
pastor there till 1878, when he became 
editorial secretary of the American 
Board of Foreign Missions. 

In 1907 Dr. Strong retired from ac- 
tive editorial work, enjoying the title 
editorial secretary emeritus, much of 
the arduous labor being performed by 
his son, Rev. Dr. William Ellsworth 
Strong. 

In, 1903 the secretary was chairman 
of a Seputation to visit the three mis- 
sions of the board in Africa. His re- 
port on this trip is a classic in mis- 
sionary annals. 

On Dec. 16, 1856, he married Miss 
Elizabeth Gilman Mitchell of Boston. 

He is survived by a widow, two sons, 
Rev. Dr. W. E. Strong and Arthur M. 
Strong, and a daughter, Miss Annie 
Strong.

Thc second of the efficiency tnlks by 
Mr. H. W. Whitehead was given nt the 
Newton Y. M. A. Inst Monday. The 
subject was "Making Good in Busi- 
ness." Mr. Whitehead said in part: — 

”1 once heard n definition of sales- 
manship as ’making other people think 
ns we think.’ As a salesman operat- 
ing under this definition, I have some- 
thing to sell you. It 1 h a thought, a 
conviction, a real belief that succges 
business Is within reach of every 
person who is possessed of tho nvor- 
age mental and physical ability. It 
seems to be the common belief thnt 
mnn, to he successful In business, 
hns to be possessed of certain peculiar 
God-glvon gifts, nnd unless they are 
horn with one, It is iinpossiblo to ac- 
quire them. It is, therefore, to com- 
bat this common belief thnt I have 
chosen ns my topic this evening thnt 
of “Making Good In Business.” I will 
endeavor to show you that the success- 
ful business man has no abilities 
hich each of you, individually, do 
not possess and that the measure of 
our success Is only determined by 
our nmbition nnd the conscious nnd 
sensible striving to attain that ambi- 
tion. 

Success is a state of continually 
making good.’ You will notice I use 
the present tense, for ‘making good’ 
something which we must do today 
nnd tomorrow. If we cease to ‘make 
good’ we have ceased to be successful. 
Making good,’ therefore, is a continu- 
al striving for some attainment. Let 
me express it in another w*ay. Your 
ambition may he at present to become, 
let us say, a traveling salesman. When 
you secure thnt position as a travel- 
ing salesman, your ambition may then 
be to sell $50,000 worth of merchan- 
dise in a year. You find when you 
have attnined your ambition of sell- 
ing $50,000 worth of merchandise in a 
ear, your ambition has agnin advanc- 
ed, perhaps to that of making your- 
self the leading salesman of your firm 
and so your ambition must keep ad- 
ancing so that you always have some- 
thing to strive for. Cease to advance 
your ambition and you at once cease 
to “make good,’ for unless a man ad- 
ances he must retreat. There is no 
state of standing still. A man who 
slips into a ‘come-day-go-day-God-sent 
payday’ method of working slips into 
rut and the only difference between 
rut and a grave is the depth. 

“The business methods which ‘made 
good’ 50 years ago would not succeed 
today. Business methods 50 years ago 
ere haphazard, today they are scien- 
tific. Competition is the spur w’hich 
drove the business world into adopt- 
ing scientific methods. 

“T4ie original local merchant has 
now' not only his own local competi- 
tion to meet, but also the competition 
of encroaching firms, so that competi- 
tion is a very real matter of fact. This 
competition caused keener buying 
which caused nmnuafeturers to study 
production more closely. New' and la- 
bor-saving methods and machinery 
naturally followed and the manufac- 
turers began to specialize. This spe- 
cialization of machinery and methods 
has created an enormous demand for 
specialized men to conduct modern 
business. 

cannot lay too much stress upon 
the need of trained men, for the de- 
mand for trained men is far beyond 
the supply, while the need for the un- 
trained man Is becoming less and less. 

“A big business demands a big man 
to manage it. If the job is bigger than 
the man, It must shrink to the man’s 
size or the man must grow big enough 
for the job, failing this the man must 
go. A big man will make a small 
business grow to his size. 

Six factors lead to success in busi- 
ness, every one of which is In the pos- 
session of the normal person. The 
first is Love of Work, first because, in 
my opinion iMs most important. It 
means taking a real interest in your 
work and pride and pleasure in attain- 
ing results. 

The next factor for success in busi- 
ness is Courage. Not tho courage 
which marches out to the battle when 
the band is playing and everyone is 
cheering, but the courage which en- 
ables one to keep on fighting when 
things are breaking badly and you 
have not only the opposition of op 
ponents, but what is still worse, the 
apathy, and perhaps disloyalty, of 
your fellow fighters. 

“The third factor is Obedience, for 
no individual cun succeed unless the 
business for which he works succeeds. 
A rowing crew can only make speed 
by all pulling together to the same 
plan for the same object. 

“The fourth factor is Continuity. 
Work as hard today as yesterday, and 
tomorrow' as toduy, if you run a ma- 
chine by fits and starts you quickly 
wear out its bearings if you run 
business machine, or an individual by 
fits und starts, you very quickly im- 
pure its efficiency. It is steady appli- 
cation, regular, even advancement 
that causes the surest success. 

‘The fifth factor is Faith. Enthusi- 
astic faith, a real belief In yourself, 
In your goods, and in the house for 
which you work. 

“And finally Knowledge. Knowledge 
is essential and I may say a platform 
upon which all business success must 
bo built. You must have a knowledge 
of yourBelf, a knowledge of other peo 
pie or human nature, and a knowledge 
of your business.” 

Mr. Whitehead told several interest- 
ing stories which caused much amuse- 
ment, but which drove home their 
moral to all present very emphatic- 
ally. 

The talk for next Monday is on “The 
Man in the Mirror,” and tho audience 
is promised a unique method of self- 
analysis which is claimed to show how 
to "see ourselves us others see us.”

WOMEN’S CLUBS 


Miss Grace M. Burt, Editor. 

The Club Editor is in receipt of the 
Woman’s Edition of the Manchester 
N. H., Union, which was published on 
March 30. by the New Hampshire Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs. It con- 
sists of six sections numbering from 
12 to 16 pages each. According to an 
editorial signed by Miss Jennie M. De- 
Meritt, president of the Federation, 
this edition represents the effort of 
nearly seven thousand New Hamp- 
shire women, who comprise 97 fed- 
erated clubs in the state, representing 
sixty cities and towns. The purpose 
is two-fold: First, to bind the clubs 
more closely to each other and to the 
( Federation through creating a more 
| widespread interest among the clubs 
in practical lines of work in the direc- 
tion of education, civic improvement, 
legislation and social reform, as well 
as in the departments of art, music 
and literature, and thence to present 
a fuller knowledge of this work to the 
public: second, to complete New 
Hampshire’s apportionment to the 
General Federation Endowment fund, 
and to materially enlarge the recently 
established State Federation Prosper- 
ity Fund.” 

That the work has been done thor- 
oughly one has but to glance over the 
pages. Every phase of Federation 
work is carefully written up, all kinds 
of work by or for women seem to be 
covered and state institutions have re- 
ceived due attention. The amount of 
labor involved in such a production 
can only be appreciated by those who 
have had practical experience in these 
things and the New Hampshire women 
are to be congratulated upon the re- 
sult of their undertaking. It may be 
of local interest to know that the arti- 
cle upon New Hampshire’s Daughters 
in Boston, is written by Miss Jessie 
M. Fisher of this city.

Purpose of Bill 

To create a Waterways Commission 
ami a Board of River Regulation to 
promote interstate commerce by the 
development and improvement of the 
rivers and waterways and water re- 
sources of the United States and the 
coordination of and co-operation be- 
tween rnil and water routes, and by 
providing a fund for the regulation and 
control of the flow of rivers and for 
the maintenance at all seasons of a 
navigable stage of water In waterways 
and for the connection of rivers and 
waterways with the Great Lakes and 
with each other, and as a meanB to 
that end to provide for flood preven- 
tion and protection and for water stor- 
age and for the beneficial use of flood 
waters for irrigation and water tower 
and for the conservation and use of 
water in agriculture and for the pro- 
tection of watersheds from denudation 
and erosion and from forest fires and 
for the co-operation in such work of 
Government services and bureaus with 
each other and with States, municipal- 
ities, and other local agencies. 

The Present Condition 

The United States has the finest 
rivers and river systems in the world. 

What the nations of Europe have 
striven to construct, a continental 
system of internal waterways, America 
has ready at hand and so situated that 
on or near the banks must be produced 
and consumed the greater part of all 
that the continent produces or buys 
from other peoples”. Yet, with few 
exceptions and compared with what 
might be, these waterways are unde- 
veloped and almost useless. Few 
streams, large or small, are fit for 
water supply, domestic, municipal, or 
manufacturing; notwithstanding vast 
irrigation projects already established, 
immense areas of arid land are still 
awaiting the water which might be 
furnished; only a small portion of the 
potential waterpower of the country is 
developed; while even upon our finest 
rivers there is nothing which in any 
large sense could be culled navigation. 
Still worse, our rivers are not only 
comparatively useless but they are 
wild destroying forces which devas- 
tate the country more than an invad- 
ing army. The floods of 1912 and 1913 
cost hundreds of millions of dollars 
in property — buildings, bridges, indus- 
trial plants, railroads, etc. — and made 
many thousands of people homeless 
besides taking away their means of 
livelihood, thus adding more than can 
be estimated to unemployment vagran- 
cy, disease, and crime. 

The “Pork Barrel” System 

Millions are spent annually for re- 
pairs and “river improvement.” But 
how is this money secured and how 
applied? It is done by the “pork bar- 
rel” system. By . the “pork barrel” is 
meant a general appropriation by Con- 
gress from which congressmen try to 
secure as large a portion as possible 
for their respective localities. This 
system necessarily offers constant 
temptation to congressmen to gain 
favor with their constituents through 
needless or extravagant expenditures. 
It is true that in the ease of waterways 
the necessity of doing something is so 
obvious and the . expert preliminary 
surveys and examinations for given 
improvements are required to be so 
thorough that we need not question 
tiie sincerity of congressmen in push- 
ing their respective projects. The 
trouble is with the system. 

The* Newlands Plan 

The plan proposed by the Newlands 
Bill, differs from the present inetlipd 
both in the thing to be done and the 
manner of doing it. Instead of de- 
tached and unrelated local improve- 
ments this proposal alms at a compre- 
hensive and unified treatment of all 
our streams, considering every part in 
relation to other parts and to the

and administered by a rcprcse....iti . 
board of experts subject to the direc- 
tion and control of a waterways com- 
mission and having a fixed annual ap- 
propriation of $60,000,000 for ten years 
to carry on the work. This Board of 
River Regulation lias power to co- 
operate with tiie Government services 
and the states, municipalities, corpor- 
ations, and any local agencies what- 
ever in carrying out tiie purposes of 
tliis act. 

lie Mississippi River ns an Illustra- 
tion of the Two Systems 
The Mississippi River well illus- 
trates tiie relative merits of the two 
systems. By far tiie largest river up 
propriations go to tiie lower Mississ- 
ippi. Levees are built and banks re- 
inforced to resist floods und the chan- 
nel is dredged to tuke out silt und 
gravel washed from tiie banks all the 
way along. But the floods keep com- 
ing, the bed fills up in spite of dredg- 
ing, und levees are built higher and 
higher in a vain effort to hold tiie wa- 
ters within a fixed channel. All this 
for flood protection and almost noth- 
ing for flood prevention. The New- 
lunds plan, on the oilier hand, aims 
both to modify und control floods and 
also to store up the surplus waters for 
use during low stages. But to accom- 
plish this the whole river with ull its 
tributaries must be treated as a unit 
from source to mouth. How feeble 
are levees and revetments on the lower 
Mississippi when 70 feet of torrent 
from the Ohio uad J» 
ouri dash into Urn 
channel to be added to all along tiie 
way by other storm swollen tribu- 
taries! The prevention of floods must 
begin at headwaters, for without 
source control ull else is vain 
Flood Prevention 
The main treatment for flood pre- 
vention is fores tut ion combined with 
damming and reservoiring. Forestu 
lion must begin ut headwaters, for 
forests hold the soil upon the moun 


make of this soil a natural reservoir 
which prevents flooding and feeds the 
rivers during drought. The damming 
of streams produces artificial reser- 
voirs and the aim is to make these 
dams sufficiently strong and high nnd 
numerous to hold back and store up 
the storm waters, in this way both 
preventing floods and utilizing the 
surplus water. 

Ultimate Aim nnd Requirements 
Flood prevention, however, although 
absolutely essential, is not the whole 
story. The ultimate aim is to develop 
all our streams to the utmost for every 
beneficial use. Fortunately the same 
means go a long way towards secur- 
ing both ends. Forestation purifies 
the water supply, dams and reservoirs 
are necessary to irrigation, and power 
and navigation require a uniform and 
reliable depth of channel. But fore- 
station must be supplemented by prop- 
er agricultural and horticultural meth- 
ods in order to conserve the water 
supply and stream flow, dams require 
canals and locks for navigation, chan- 
nels must be deepened and straight- 
ened and banks reinforced, while 
levees will be needed so long as floods 
continue and dredging must go on 
until erosion has ceased. Rivers also 
need connecting canals and both riv- 
ers and canals must be standardized 
in depth and width so that the manu- 
factures of New England, for Instance, 
and the wheat from Dakota farms may 
be exchanged wholly by boat without 
unloading on the way. 

The Waterways Commission and the 
Board of River Regulation 
The personnel of the Board of River 
Regulation proposed by the Newlands 
Bill is adapted to these varied de- 
mands, while the make-up of the Wa- 
terways Commission to which the 
Board is responsible keeps this Board 
always in control of the existing ad- 
ministration at Washington. 

The Waterways Commission is to 
consist of the President of the United 
States as Chairman with the power of 
veto, the Secretaries of War, of the 
Interior, and of Agriculture, and the 
Chairman of the Board of River Regu- 
lation, together with the Chairman of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and of the Panama Canal Commission, 
i ex officio members. 

The Board of River Regulation is 
to consist of the Chief of Engineers of 
the United States Army, the Chair- 
man of the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion, the Director of the U. S. Geolog- 
ical Survey, tiie Director of the Recla- 
mation Service, the Forester of tiie 
Department of Agriculture, the Chief 
of the Bureau of Plant Industry, of the 
Department of Agriculture, the Secre- 
tary of the Smithsonian Institution, 
one civil engineer, one sanitary engin- 
eer, one hydro-electric engineer, one 
expert on transportation and a Chair- 
man of the Board. The last five mem 
bers shall bo appointed by the Presi- 
dent, and shall constitute an executive 
committee which shall have general 
executive direction and supervision of 
the operations of the Board. The an 
nual appropriation called- for is slight 
compared with the losses and expendi- 
tures under the present system and 
would seem inadequate without the 
provision for co-operation and co-or- 
dination with all other agencies. 

Summary 

To sum up? — The Newlands Bill pro- 
vides for dealing with floods by treat- 
ment of causes rather than effects; 
for a comprehensive and unified treat- 
ment. of waterways throughout' the 
country for all beneficial uses; for a 
permanent Board to devise and formu- 
late plans for such waterway regula- 
tion and development and to co-ordi- 
nate all Government services and 
state, municipal, corporate, and other 
agencies working tp the same end; for 
a Waterways Commission through 
which the Board shall be automatical- 
ly under the control of the existing 
Administration; and for a fixed an- 
nual appropriation for these objects 
instead of the uncertain and haphaz- 
ard appropriations of the present sys-

Mr. Edwin D. Mead was unable to 
keep his appointment to speak before 
the Newtonvllle Woman’s Guild on 
Tuesday afternoon, but his place was 
filled by Prof. Charles H. Levermore 
of the World’s Peace Foundation, who 
took for hiB subject that announced 
for Mr. Mead, “The United States and 
a United World.” 


The Budget, which Ih th»* basis of 
all household management, was treated 
by Miflfl Gertrude Bigelow. By means 
of a chart ahe pointed out the ideal 
division of the Income aH being 26 
per cent, for food. 20 per cent, for 
rent, 16 per cent, for operating ex- 
penses, 16 per cent, for clothing, and 
26 per cent, for what Ib termed the 
higher life. Incomes ranging from 
$2000 to $4000 follow this division quite 
closely, but as the income decreases 
the proportion for food Increases and 
he amount for operating expenses and 
clothing must of necessity decrease. 
The necessity of keeping accounts nat- 
urally follows in order to see if one 
is keeping the proper bnlance. 

Mrs. L. B. Miller spoke on “Clothes 
Planning.” She advocates a three- 
year basis of plnnning and pointed out 
the necessity of a knowledge of ma- 
terials, of sewing, the immediate re- 
pairing of articles and good care. She 
touched upon some practical points 
which will lengthen the life of various 
articles. 

Mrs. Henry M. Chamberlain of West 
Newton, a member of the department, 
treated “Household Furnishings", ad- 
vocating the buying of simple things 
until young people are ready to set- 
tle down in one place and not building, 
unless there is a reasonable prospect 
of staying at least ten years in the 
house. She urged thought for the 
setting of standards and asked if some 
are not living dishonestly, for example 
in better surroundings than the in- 
comes warrant. She also suggested 
the difficulty that besets many a 
bride in living up to her wedding 
presents. 

Mrs. E. C. Wixon in speaking of 
’Textiles”, made a plea for the use of 
unbleached linen, saying there is no 
better way to economize. The grass 
bleached is very expensive and the 
chemically bleached has had all the 
life taken out. of it. 

Miss Elizabeth Rollins of the Gar 
land School, spoke of "I^abor-Saving 
Devices," pointing out many little 
ways in which labor may be saved, 
the best device being the educated"! 
trained mind of the housekeeper. 

Mrs. Charles F. Garnis told of the 
care of food giving many practical sug- 
gestions and that it is wise to begin 
the taking of ice early in the season, 
if not during the whole year. 

Mrs. Harriet L. B. Darling of 
Brookline, a graduate of Simmons Col- 
lege summed up what had been said 
and closed the meeting with an elo- 
quent plea for the Conservation of the 
Mother. Among her points may be 
mentioned: “There is no reason for 
existence unless with the work there 
comes happiness; the economic world 
demands woman shall be able to sup- 
port herself. It is only one woman in 
a million who neglects her home. Do- 
ing a thing well becomes a pleasure, 
it is only while doing it poorly that 
it becomes a drudgery.” 

Numerous questions followed after 
which the conference was adjourned 
for a social hour with the hostess 
club. A word of commendation should 
be said for the scientific management 
which was applied to the serving of 
the tea, whereby the large number 
were all cared for most expeditiously. 


The regular business meeting of the 
Social Science Club was held on Wed- 
nesday morning. It was decided to 
hold a simple luncheon after the an- 
nual meeting on April 29. The com- 
mittee reports as usual were of much 
Interest. The latter part of the morn- 
ing was given to Mrs. F. H. Tucker, 
who read an essap on “Conservation,” 
written by one of the high school 
scholars, which took the prize recent- 
ly offered.

PLAYGROUND AT NEWTON 

Editor, Newton Graphic: — 

Since the agreement was secured 
from Wrs. Whittemore to lease some- 
thing over 100,000 square feet of her 
land on Tremont Street at $600.00 a 
year for a public playground, with 
privilege of holding over at the same 
rental so long ns the land is not 
built upon or sold, I have been inter- 
ested to rend the suggestions that 
have been made, first by Mr. Stone in 
last week’s GRAPHIC and Next by A. 
R. C., In this week’s Newton Times, 
ns to securing the location on Charles- 
bank road for a public playground. 
In one of those articles the Cliarlcs- 
bank road property has been described 
as not needing any grading, as being 
admirably adapted for a playground 
and recommendation was made that 
steps he taken at once to secure the 
property. Furthermore it was sug- 
gested that before any playground is 
decided upon the vacant lots in the 
Ward be looked over with a View of 
securing one of them. Now to take 
up the last of these suggestions first. 
It has long been understood that it 
has been impossible to purchase any 
land in ward 7 suitable for a play- 
ground. The Newton Improvement 
Association appointed a Committee to 
try to get a location and they reported 
bnck that they had found it impos- 
sible to secure any such location and 
among the properties that they tried 
to acquire was the property of 
Charleshank road. An immediate pro- 
test went up from the people of that 
neighborhood and a paper insisting 
that this land should not be acquired 
for a playground was universally 
signed. Within a week the owner of 
this property has said that so long as 
his neighbors object he certainly will 
not dispose of it to he used for play- 
ground purposes. 

Now as to the Charleshank road 
property not needing any grading, 
every foot of that land slopes towards 
the river and the cost of grading would 
be enormous. Even if it was graded 
the property would not be large 
enough for such sports as football and 
baseball. It is a pretty spot but it 
is not adapted to a playground except 
for small children and what we need 
in ward 7 is a playground for children 
of all ages. 

The Tremont street property is the 
natural location. It is but three short 
blocks from Bigelow School. It is 
so located that no resident can possi- 
bly be harmed by the playground 
being located there. It is also ade- 
quate to a use by all the children of 
the ward. So ample is it that Chair- 
man Brewer of the Playground Com- 
mission has suggested that we could 
have a football field, a full sized base- 
ball field and tennis courts, besides 
a place for small children to play, and 
yet It would not be necessary to grade 
the entire grounds this year. 

A. B. C. has deplored the fixing up 
of the property for the owner and yet 
our City Forester has given an esti- 
mate that the grounds can be graded 
at an expense of only $500.00. 
Whether his figures are correct or not 
they show that the expense will he 
comparatively slight. It is proposed 
to not seed the ground until late in 
August when the grounds can be 
closed until winter (when they can he 
used for skating) and in the spring 
we will have a beautiful sod. If the 
owner’s offer is accepted, not only will 
the ward have an attractive but an 
adequate playground at a very small 
rental for at least five years, and after 
that five years we tvill have a beauti- 
ful spot there instead of an unsightly 
dump. 

The City can well afford to stand 
the cost of grading, because if the site 
was purchased and presented to the 
City it would in the five years of the 
lease lose about $2000. in taxes on 
the tract. If we lease the property 
the owner will have to pav that $2000.

SOME INCREASE PROBABLE 

Hearing Bifora Public Service Commission 
On B. & A. Fares 


The hearing held by the Public Serv- 
ice Commission on Wednesday morn- 
ing on the proposed increase in pas- 
senger fares on the line of the Boston 
& Albany road in Newton was attend- 
ed by representatives of the various 
Improvement Societies in Newton and 
by several citizens. 

In opening the hearing, Chairman 
MacLeod made the following state- 
ment of facts in the case: 

“On November 30, 1910, the General 
Passenger Agent of the New York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad 
in New York issued a tariff of local 
Passenger Fares (later filed as M. P. 
S. C. No. 30 to take effect Jan. 1, 
1911) between all stations upon the 
Boston and Albany Railroad. The 
preceding tariff is not on file, but it 
is clear that a great many of the lo 
cal fares at different points on the 
road were less than the general basis 
of 2 l-4c a mile and No. 30 undertook 
to introduce that basis from Boston 
to Albany. 

For some reason (which has not 
been ascertained owing to the death 
of the Boston and Albany G. P. A., 
Mr. Hanson) eight days later, on De- 
cember 7, 1910, a new tariff, also tak- 
ing effect on January 1, 1911, was pub- 
lished, which continued the old rates 
in effect but classified them as limit- 
ed fares, the only difference being that 
one w r as susceptible to stop-over privi- 
leges and the cheaper one was not. 

Since January 1, 1911, therefore, 

there have been two classes of tickets 
on the circuit, the limited and unlim- 
ited. Most of the business has been 
done at the cheaper figure by means of 
the unlimited fares. This tariff is 
filed under M. P. S. C. No. 29. 

On February 21, 1914, a new local 
passenger tariff designated as M. P. 
S. C. No. 37, was filed to take effect 
March 24, 1914. This tariff cancelled 
the limited rates leaving only the un- 
limited available. This cancellation 
notice was suspended and both rates 
are still in force.” 

General Passenger Agent Walter A. 
Barrows for the Company then said 
that all fares on the B. & A. west of 
Riverside were on a basis of 2 1-4 
cents a mile and it was the desire of 
the Company to make this a uniform 
basis on its entire system. The in- 
crease in revenue was problematical, 
altho they did figure on about $5000 
increase. No change was contem- 
plated in the price of commutation 
tickets. In answer to questions Mr. 
Barrows said that density of traffic 
was a factor in commutation rates but 
in his opinion did not apply to the oc- 
casional passenger who used the sin- 
gle fare. 

Mr. Charles A. Andrews, president 
of the Waban Improvement Society, 
said that the Increase was of minor 
importance to Waban, affecting only 
an occasional dinner guest or some 
servant girls, but if it was in any way 
a precursor of an increase in commu- 
tation rates, he w'ould object most 
strenuously. He suggested the com- 
pany might endeavor to improve its 
equipment, altho that was not up for 
consideration. Alderman Joseph W. 
Bartlett said that as this was not a 
revenue measure, he would protest 
against the proposed increase. 

In answer to suggestion from Chair- 
man MacLeod, Mr. James Kingman, 
president of the Newton Highlands 
Society, said his society deemed the 
proposed increase altogether too 
much. 

Mr. William Allen of the Lower 
Falls protested against any increase 
as the service was poor. 

Alderman Harry D. Cabot for the 
Newtonville Improvement Association 
said the city was endeavoring to at- 
tract new residents, and that the sin- 
gle fare became quite a factor, with- 
out entering into an elaborate explan- 
ation. 

Chairman MacLeod after conferring 
with his associates stated that the 
Commission might be willing to con- 
sider a rate based on two cents a mile

Mr. James A. Waters entered a pro- 
test against the increase from the 
South side and the City Solicitor stated 
that in view r of his instructions from 
the city he should protest against any- 
thing higher than a 2 cent a mile rate. 

The Commission took the matter un 
der advisement, but it is quite evident 
that some increase in single passenger 
fares will be approved. 


MR. ROSS RESIGNS 

Street Commissioner Accepts Superintend- 
ancy of Newton Cemetery 


Mr. Charles W. Ross, Street Com- 
missioner and Superintendent of 
Streets since November 1889, tendered 
his resignation last Saturday morn- 
ing and has accepted the position of 
superintendent of the Newton Ceme- 
tery, from which his son, Mr. H. Wil- 
son Ross, has just resigned. 

Mr. Ross was tendered the super- 
intendency of the Cemetery at a meet- 
ing of the trustees on Friday after- 
noon and promptly accepted. Mr. 
Ross states that he had become tired 
of the numerous complaints to which 
he had been subjected on account of 
the lack of appropriations to do all the 
work desired by the residents of New- 
ton, and this, together with rumors 
that Mayor Childs might make some 
changes in his department, caused him 
to take the opportunity offered him by 
the trustees of the cemetery to relieve 
himself of cares and troubles of the 
Street Department. 

Mr. Ross was appointed superinten 
dent of streets by Mayor Burr in 1889 
and was appointed Street Commission- 
er w’hen the present charter went into 
effect in 1898. During Mayor Cobb’s 
administration he was appointed a 
member of the Massachusetts High- 
way Commission by Governor Wolcott 
and served three years. He was offer 
ed a re-appointment but declined as 
the city government wished his en- 
tire time. During the years Mr. Ross 
has had charge of our streets, he has 
never had a strike among his employ- 
ees and his honesty and integrity have 
never been questioned, altho he has 
had expended several millions of dol- 
lars for labor and materials. He i 
past president and one of the most in- 
fluential members of the Massachu- 
setts Highway Association, and is one 
of the best road builders in the state, 
and has a national reputation in that 
respect. He is a member of Dalhou 
sie Lodge of Masons and of Newton 
Royal Arch Chapter. 

It is a coincidence that Mr. Ross re- 
signed as assistant superintendent of 
the Newton Cemetery, to become su- 
perintendent of streets of the city, and 
now resigns from city service to re- 
turn to his first kind of work. It is 
also curious to note that the superin- 
tendency of the Newton Cemetery has 
always been In the Ross family, Mr. 
Henry Ross, the first superintendent, 
being succeeded by Mr. H. Wilson 
Ross, thirteen years ago, and the lat- 
ter being now' succeeded by Mr. 
Charles W. Ross. Mr. Ross will soon 
remove from his present home on Hull 
street, Newtonville, to the superin- 
tendent's residence inside the Ceme- 
tery grounds.

Alderman Cox 
had a field day, speaking on about 
every question under debate and was 
undoubtedly responsible for about one 
hour’s time himself, tho Aldermen 
Murphy and Blanchard were also fre- 
quent speakers. 

President Blakemore w'as in the 
chair and Aldermen Bemis and Early 
were absent. 

Mr. Wm. H. Rice appeared in favor 
of widening Centre street at Rice 
street saying that it was a dangerous 
corner and that by actual count 2700 
automobiles had passed on a recent 
Sunday. The neighbors had raised 
over $1000 for this improvement, 
which would cost the city but $580. 
A letter from S. Harold Greene was 
read in favor, and the hearing closed. 

Mr. E. B. Church opposed the peti- 
tion of the Telephone Co. on Benning- 
ton street, after Mr. Green for the 
Company had stated that the Company 
had been ordered to remove 16 poles 
on Centre street and needed this pole 
in order to each its present subscribers 
in that neighborhood. Letters in op- 
position were also read from B. R. 
Ware and F. T. Parks. 

Mr. Green favored telephone poles 
in Washington park in order to im- 
prove the service and Mr. T. F. Rus- 
sell opposed the matter. 

Mr. Green also favored poles on Hol- 
lis street in order to remove poles 
from Centre street and a letter was 
read from Miss M. A Hitchcock on the 
same. 

Communications were received from 
the mayor recommending $75 for sewer 
connection with Wolcott school, addi- 
tional appropriations in the budget 
for various items, all of which received 
favorable action later in the evening. 
The mayor also favored $580 for wid- 
ening Centre, street, $1000 additipnal 
for playground equipment, and $2250 
for ball field in Auburndale park and 
acceptance of control of land for same 
from the Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sion. He also recommended the fixing 
of a fee for common victualler li- 
censes. 

Communications were also received 
from the Public Service Commission 
relative to hearing on proposed in- 
crease in passenger fares on the B. 
& A„ and from the Newtonville Im- 
provement Society asking the city 
government to oppose such increase. 

Petitions to apportion betterment 
assessments on Trowbridge avenue 
were granted from Louise R. Sherman. 
Ellen P. Kimball, R. H. Pierce, and 
Anson W. Benner, and from Edward 
McDonald on Rockland street. Peti- 
tions were also received from E. G. 
Pond for sewer in Floral street, the 
Edison Co. for attachments on Tre- 
mont street, Trowbridge avenue and 
Hillside road, from the Telephone Co. 
to remove 16 poles from Centre street, 
from Soden et al. for resurfacing 
Washington park, from C. F. Allen for 
sidewalks on Aberdeen street, from 
Healy et al for resurfacing of Clinton 
street, from abuttors on Upland road 
for readjustment of betterment assess- 
ments, from John Shorten for land 
damages on Faxon street, from Anna 
Geegan for license as public weigher, 
from the North Church and from the 
First Church opposing the granting of 
liquor transportation permits and from 
the usual applicants for various kinds 
of licenses for 1914. 

On recommendation of committees, 
the proffer of land for foot path be- 
tween Birch Hill road and Otis street 
was declined with thanks, urinals au- 
thorized in the Adams and Old Claflin 
schools, hearings ordered for April 
27 on taking land for sewer in Waban 
Hill road. Radcliffe road, Tamworth 
road, and off Woodcliff road, land was 
taken and a sewer ordered in Pad 
stow road, and sewers ordered in 
Woodward, Chestnut streets and Del- 
more road, leave to withdraw granted 
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on laying out of Beaumont avenue and 
on sewer in I^exington street, leave 
to withdraw on abatement of better- 
ment assessment of John Shorten on 
Faxon street, no action necessary on 
transfer of care of City Hall to Build- 
ings department, water mains author- 
ized in Chaske avenue, $380.. Dale 
street, $185. and Rossmere street, 
$190., license for a carriage granted 
Alfred H. Geyer, 1 carriage and 1 atuo 
for hire granted to Fred L Crawford, 
pole locations granted the Edison Co. 
on Pelham street. Willow street and 
Court street, and grants of $1900 for 
March expenses and of $1300 for April 
expenses were authorized. 

The first debate took place on the 
report of the Public Works committee 
adhering to its previous recommenda- 
tion of approving plans for a span of 
50 feet for the new railroad bridge 
over Boyiston street. Alderman Bar- 
ker stated that since the committee 
had acted a new estimate of 
cost had been prepared by the 
railroad engineers, showing that 
the cost to the city of a 90-foot span 
would be $31,000. Mr. Barker said 
that the situation was quite clear, only 
two reasons being advanced in favor 
of this large expense to the city, first, 
because the railroad company was 
obliged to rebuild the bridge at this 
time, and second because of the dan- 
ger to travel at this point. Mr. Barker 
argued that the danger was far less 
than stated, that the railway cars 
should be made to stop before passing 
under the bridge as the cars now stop 
at railroad bridges on Washington, 
street, that it was not near as danger- 
ous as the present condition of the 
Weston bridge. He believed that the 
proposed widening would only benefit 
automobilists who passed thru New- 
ton and for whom we had two other 
thoroughfares at present. There are 
many things the city ought to do for 
its own citizens before this bridge 
should be widened, and far better 
places to spend the money. The dis- 
trict was growing but slowly only a 
half dozen houses facing Boyiston 
street having been built since the 
street was widened ten years ago. 

Alderman Bartlett favored widening 
the street and the bridge at the pres- 
ent time. 

Alderman Richardson said that all 
agreed that the street was unfinished 
and must be completed at some future 
time, and that there was less traffic 
there than would be if the road was 
in a passable condition. This section 
of the city was developing rapidly and 
during the past four years had In- 
creased about $99,000 in valuations. 
There was also an element of danger 
which couldn’t be cured until the 
street was widened. Under the figures 
as submitted this widening could be 
done now for $11,000 less than it would 
cost if postponed until later, and it 
was policy to do it now. This figure 
was based on present cost of labor 
and materials and if present increases 
continued. It would be fair to say that 
five years from now, it would cost 
fully $15,000 more to do the work. 
The yearly cost to the city of a $28,000 
expense would be $1960., the cost of 
carrying $30,000. would be $2800. year- 
ly, and interest on $1200. yearly w’ould 
be saved by doing work now. Mr. 
Richardson called attention to the 
present cost to the city because city 
governments of the past had not pro- 
vided for certain improvements such 
as Nonantum square and changes in 
school buildings, and said that New- 
ton is suffering from the very policy 
it is now advised to follow. 

Alderman Alley called attention to 
the fact that the $28,000. did not in- 
clude the cost of the street work. 

Alderman Cobb stated that Boyiston 
street was the natural highway from 
the Upper Falls to Boston and was 
used considerably. 

Alderman Clark said the city owed 
it to the land owners there to make 
development possible and he was sat- 
isfied that the bridge must be built 
within five of six years and that it 
was the best policy to do it now. 

The report of the committee approv- 
ing a fifty-foot span was then accepted 
by a vote of 10 to 8. 

The veto of the Mayor of the con- 
duit order of the Edison Co. in Wash- 
ington street was reported upon ad- 
versely by the Franchise committee, 
Alderman Rice saying that the mayor 
evidently did not know that the Com- 
pany was under contract to do this 
work, that there was an agreement 
made in April, 1913, to do this work 
in 1914. Underground work had been 
first done under Mayor Weeks with an 
agreement with the Company to do 
$100,000 worth of work in five years, 
this was renewed under Mayor Hutch- 
inson and about $173,000 had been

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Refusal to grant permits to trans- 
port intoxicating liquors in this city 
should only be done after the most 
'careful consideration of the effects 
such action will have on the city. If 
Newton will be overrun, as some main- 
tain, by the teams and automobiles of 
the breweries and liquor stores of 
Boston, present conditions are un- 
doubtedly more satisfactory. If our 
citizens who now patronize these ex- 
pressmen, will accept the situation, 
and discontinue their purchase of 
liquor, then the permits can be re- 
fused. The aldermen should go ex- 
tremely slow on this delicate question 
and remember that the few persons 
who are so strongly advocating this 
action, may not represent the great 
body of our citizens. 


The formulation of a policy in regard 
to future school appropriations is a 
stop in the right direction, provided 
future aldermen and school commit- 
tees accept that same policy. 


PLAYGROUND FOR NEWTON 


EDITORIAL 


It is difficult, indeed, to attempt to 
pass an unbiased judgment on the 
official work of a person with whom I 
have been in close official and per- 
sonal touch for about a quarter of a 
century. And yet, I cannot allow the 
resignation of Mr. Charles W. Ross to 
pass without, some editorial comment, 
which undoubtedly will be somewhat 
prejudiced by my personal feelings. 

Mr. Ross has given the city of New- 
ton twenty-five years of the best part 
of his life. He has rendered faithful, 
conscientious and honest service, hav- 
ing only the city’s interests at heart. 
During this time he has made a repu- 
tation for himself as the best road 
builder in the state, and possibly the 
country, and has given Newton the 
most up to date system of roads in the 
country. His study of the new re- 
quirements in road construction due 
to automobile and auto truck traffic 
has resulted in roads which attract 
the visits and letters of road makers 
from all over the country. It is true 
that he has been hampered by lack of 
appropriations and has not maintained 
the high standard set by some of our 
streets, all over the city, but Mr. Ross 
has made the best use which any 
one could have made of the amount 
given him to expend. 

Mr. Ross has had an enviable repu- 
tation in the handling of the labor 
question, having had charge of a large 
number of men for many years, with- 
out any labor troubles whatever. He 
hps also been in charge of millions 
of dollars of work, often involving 
many hard and dangerous proposi- 
tions, and has never been responsible 
for a serious accident. 

Personally I am glad that Mr. Ross 
will be freed from the cares and 
responsibilities of the Street Depart- 
ment, where he has often had to bear 
the burdens of others, but It seems a 
great pity that the knowledge and 
experience which he has acquired dur- 
ing the past quarter century, cannot 
be used for the benefit of the great 
travelling public, at a time when every 
man of his type is valuable. 

The best wishes of hundreds 
friends will follow Mr. Ross in 
new position.

Mr. Jarvis has shown a commend- 
able interest in the matter of a play- 
ground for the young folks of this 
part of Newton, but still he has failed 
in his plans. He only looks ahead for 

few years when the search for a 
playground will come up again with 
more difficulty in deciding on one then 
than to-day, because open spaces will 
be harder to find as the wards grow. 

His choice is too much at one side, 
is too near the Brighton line and offers 
too good a chance for the young folks 
at Oak Square to find a playground 
near at hand. 

As to the objections of the abuttors 
on the Charlesbank road to having a 
playground along the River there 
which will always keep the view of 
the River open with the fine outlook 
on the hills beyond, it does seem as 
if a little consideration could show 
them that this is much more desirable, 
would add much more to the value of 
their property than to have the lot 
covered with apartment houses or 
small cottages. 

The slope of the land for baseball 
is not too great, though it may be for 
tennis courts or football, but that 
would take only a small part of the 
field. 

The importance of a swimming pool 
and landing stage for boats he com- 
pletely overlooks in his advancing of 
the marsh on Tremont street, which 
can be made flat, but it will be ex- 
tremely hot in the summer days.

The feeling expressed at the recent 
meeting of the aldermen over the re- 
cent reinstatement of a patrolman in 
the Police department is indicative of 
the sentiment of the entire community.

With the 
failure of the aldermen to make an 
appropriation for this salary, the pro- 
vision of the city charter prohibiting 
any officer or board from creating a 
liability in excess of the appropria- 
tions, may inject a new element into 
the situation and if the courts should 
rule, as they have in other cases, that 
the officer creating such liability is 
personally responsible, it is possible 
that Mayor Childs may have to pay 
this man’s salary himself.

CRITICIZES ADMINISTRATION 

latireslini Letter From Senator Weeks On 
Current Events 


Frederick W. Emerson of Newton 
Highlands lias sent the following po- 
etic protest against the repeal of the 
Panama tolls bill, to Senutor John W. 
Weeks. 

My dear Senator — 

As one of your constituents, 

In the city where you live, 

I wish to ask a favor which 
You easily can give. 

I am descended from the stock 
Which threw off the British 
yoke ; 

And in the days of long ago 
It was a master stroke. 

Now in these days wherein much 

change 

Is seen on every hand, 

A true and lofty patriotism 
Is still In great demand. 

Our country, which so long has 
been 

The homo of th’ brave and free, 
Should still maintain its liberty 
Where’er its bounds may be. 

So my dear Senator, I ask 
That when you come to vote 
Upon the Panama Repeal 
You carefully will note 
The sentiment that now prevails 
Throughout our native laud; 
And many eyes will scrutinize 
The vote within your hand. 

Be loyal to our country great, 

And all that it may own; 

The liberty which we enjoy 
Is better than a throne. 

No toll for coastwise vessels, 
please; 

No vote for a repeal; 

To arbitrate, I really think, 

Is better for our weal. 


The following letter, written by 
Senator John W. Weeks to the Repub- 
lican candidate in the recent contest 
for Congressman in Boston, makes 
such interesting comments on the Wil- 
son administration that it is given in 
full. 

Dear Mr. Brier — 1 note in the Bos- 
ton papers a statement made by your 
Democratic opponent relating to busi- 
ness conditions, in which he mnkes 
some comments on a recent letter 
w ritten by Senator Ix»dge and especial 
reference to the recently passed cur- 
rency bill, using as a reason for the 
credit which should be given to the 
Administration the fact that I spoke 
and voted for the bill. 

Referring first to the latter propo- 
sition, the statement that I voted for 
the bill is correct, but I can say with- 
out qualification that if it had been 
passed as it was originnlly Introduced 
in the House, in fact, even as it passed 
the House, where it was amended in 
three hundred or four hundred par- 
ticulars, it would have been a calam- 
ity, and would not have received, in 
my judgment, the support of any 
trained financier or financial student 
for any other than a political reason. 

Great pressure was brought by the 
Administration to push this hill 
through the Senate as it came from 
the House and it was only by the re- 
sistance of the Republicans in the Sen- 
ate, united with one Democrat out 
of 49, wiiich prevented this being done. 
The delay which ensued gave time for 
investigation and study of the ques- 
tion which convinced the Senate that 
very many changes were necessary, 
and 60 per cent of the bill was rewrit- 
ten before it finally passed. After 
having studied the question nearly 
90 days, I am confident that not a sen- 
ator, Democrat or Republican would 
have voted for the bill as it was passed 
through the House by means of a 
caucus rule which limited considera- 
tion and prevented amendment on the 
floor. Therefore, if there is credit 
due anyone from a partisan standpoint 
for obtaining sound and satisfactory 
currency legislation it is to the Re- 
publicans of the United States Senate. 

Every good citizen deBires stable 
and sound business conditions and that 
both capital and labor shall be regu- 
larly employed, bringing to capital a 
reasonable return and to labor suita- 
ble wages. Irregularity of employ- 
ment is not beneficial to anyone and 
bears most heavily on those classes 
of our citizens who are included in 
the class of labor. I say this because 
it gives me no satisfaction to know 
that business is depressed; that an 
unusual number of men are out of 
employment; that capital is timid and 
hesitating about undertaking new 
commitments and that there is a gen- 
eral feeling that conditions are likely 
to be worse rather than better. 

This is not a theory, it is a fact. We 
are dealing with the present, and It 
is not only fair, but it is necessary, to 
try to determine the reasons for this 
condition and place the responsibility 
where it belongs. I do not now and 
never have charged that all the politi- 
cal and industrial ills are resulting or 
have resulted from the success of the 
Democratic party, but I have always 
contended and contend now that the 
policies oi the Republican party have 
been such that the greatest benefits 
have come to the greatest number of 
our citizens. Generally speaking, 
when the Republican party has been 
in control of affairs business has been 
good and, generally speaking, when 
the Democratic party has had control 
business has felt the blighting effect 
of their national policies. 

It can be demonstrated — not within 
the limits of a letter of this kind, but 
in the discussion in which you will 
engage — that the results which were 
promised by the election of 1912 have 
promised by the Democracy in the 
election of 1912 have not been real- 
ized. The tariff has been lowered and 
greater proportion of our importa- 
tions than ever before are on the free 
list. 

The principal reason advanced for a 
reduction in tariff rates has been that 
it would reduce the cost of living, 
w'hich has not resulted from the pass- 
age of the Underwood bill; most com 
petent observers, however, have be- 
lieved that this condition was depend- 
ent not to any considerable extent on 
the tariff, but very largely on the 
condition of Bupply and demand. It 
lias not increased our foreign trade, 
and, in fact, has had no material ef- 
fect on it except to increase importa- 
tions in some lines, and the reason 
that importations have not been great- 
er is due to the comparatively good 
business which has obtained abroad 
and the fact that foreign manufact- 
urers have not been equipped to invade 
this market. 

As ono of the results of tariff re- 
vision, there is unusual depression in 
our industries. If anyone in your dis- 
trict doubts this statement he may 
substantiate it by inquiring at the 
Readville shops of the New York & 
New Haven Railroad Company, where, 

I am informed, there are 1200 less 
men employed than there were a year 
ago; or at the Walworth Manufactur- 
ing Company in South Boston, where, 
it is’ said, the force is only slightly 
more than one-half the usual number 
of men employed; or, In fact, at the 
doors of any considerable industry in 
Massachusetts, for this condition is 
general, and even in the cases where 
a relatively normal force is being em- 
ployed, it is being done more largely 
to maintain the organization and give 
employment to the labor connected 
with the industry tliun because of prof- 
its which are inuring to those who 
own the business. 

I might add in further confirmation 
of this statement that the evidence 
submitted to tike Interstate Commerce 
Commission within a few days shows 
that the net earnings of the railroads 
of the country for the past seven 
mouths have decreased $51,000,000, 
and that the clearings of the country, 
as shown by statements of national 
banks, have averaged to show a de- 
crease during the past three months 
of ubout 6 per cent. This measures 
the difference between good and poor 
business. 


But even giving such credit as may 

bo duo the Administration for the pass- 
age of the tariff and the banking and 
currency bills, certainly there are 
other features of the control of the 
Democratic party in national affairs 
in which our citizens cannot take any 
satisfaction — such ns the Mexican sit- 
uation. Everyone hopes that the pol- 
icy or more properly speaking, the 
lack of policy, which has obtained in 
that case may be worked out so that 
we will not become more largely in- 
volved in that situation, but nobody 
sees what the outcome is to be and 
there is universal opinion among those 
qualified to pass judgment that there 
has never been a foreign situation 
handled in a more unskilful manner. 

I believe tho people of Massachu- 
setts are in tavor of the maintenance 
of the civil service policy which at 
present obtains, and extending it 
wherever It can he properly done. 
During this Administration there have 
been repeated infractions of this pol- 
icy In such Instances as tho appoint- 
ment of additional employees needed 
in the collection of the Income tax, In 
the employees to be connected with 
the reserve banking system, and espec- 
ially in the case of those connected 
with our foreign affairs. 

Within the past year substantially 
every minister to a foreign country 
has been changed, even those who had 
been promoted from tho position of 
under-secretaries as a result of effi- 
ciency in the service, and who, it was 
believed, would be continued because 
of such service, notwithstanding they 
were not specifically covered by any 
civil service law. In practically every 
case where competent men in the dip- 
lomatic service have been rempved 
their places have been filled by those 
who have had no training for that ser- 
vice, but have demonstrated their fit- 
ness by long years of devotion to the 
cause of the Secretary of State. 

Your Democratic opponent, in the 
statement to which I have referred, in- 
dulges in the old and wellworn policy 
of promising for the future results 
which have not yet materialized, but 
this will not satisfy people when they 
are hungry or wiien there is a pros- 
pect of their beln^ hungry. 

The increasing of freight rates five 
per cent, a question which is now 
being considered, might give a tempo- 
rary impetus to business, but the real 
difficulty Is fundamental with the Dem- 
ocratic party. The policy of the Ad- 
ministration has been and the policy 
of the party is to make concerted at- 
tack on organized business; this ex- 
tends from the time when the Presi- 
dent pleasantly suggests that business 
men who did not comply with certain 
conditions should be hung as high as 
Hainan, through the days of the past 
year w-hen we have had from various 
sources, especially from the Secretary 
of the Department of Commerce, as- 
surances that business men or the af- 
fairs of business men were going to 
be investigated by the Department — 
whether there was any legal authority 
for doing so or not did not seem to in- 
fluence these statements — down to the 
present days, when the calendars of 
committees are filled with drastic and 
generally ill-considered schemes to 
cripple this business or to curtail or 
restrict that business. 

These are the potent reasons w’hy 
men are out. of employment; why 
there is a large amount of idle capital 
available for use, hut because of the 
unsettlement will not be used in new 
commitments until these attacks 
cease; for this situation the Demo- 
cratic Administration is responsible, 
and I believe that when the people be- 
come convinced that their affairs are 
being unw-isely administered and inef- 
fective laws have been passed, that 
others are in contemplation, which 
will adversely affect industry, employ- 
ment and confidence, they will take 
the only natural course, which is to 
restore the party of sound business, 
sound currency and common sense to 
the control of the nation.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


Another phase, of the railroad situa- 
tion may seriously affect the city of 
Newton thru a large addition to the 
state tax due to the lessened value of 
railroad stocks. The Banker and 
Tradesman calls attention to this mat- 
ter in the following words, 

‘‘The State of Massachusetts faces a 
problem this year on account of the 
decline in New Haven, Boston & Maine 
and other securities. New Haven last 
year was selling at over 118; now 
around 70. Boston & Maine at around 
44, compares with 71; American Tele- 
phone at 122, against 132, and Boston 
Elevated at 82, compares with 106. 
Boston & Maine paid no tax last year 
because of shrinkage in market value. 
In 1910 this road paid $117,368. As a 
result of the decline in New Haven, 
full 48 points, its franchise tax will 
be about $111,000, compared with 
$416,388 last year. The excess of mar 
ket over property valuation which is 
taxed locally, has dwindled from $23,- 
235,969 to about $6,100,000. This as- 
sumes that deductions are about the 
same. 

“In 1913 the ten largest corporation 
taxpayers paid the treasury $3,405,510 
in taxes, the smallest amount in three 
years, and it now looks as if at least 
half a million lesB would be paid this 
time.” 

In addition Representative White of 
this city Is said to state that there is 
a possibility of a state tax of $11,000,- 
000 this year, which will be moving 
some. 

Tho city of Boston is trying to kill 
the bill recently reported requiring a 
two platoon lire force in cities of 
50,000 or over. This hill was original- 
ly drawn to include cities of 40,000, 
which would affect Newton, but was 
changed in committee to the larger 
figure. Boston thinks it will add only 
$450,000 to its fire expense tho first 
year and would eventually cost $750, 
000 annually. Small amounts like 
this, however, don’t seem to affect the 
Legislature seriously.

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done to the present time. If not spent 
this year on Washington street, it w’ill 
be spent in some other city. The 
Company is willing that the city should 
resurface the street after the conduit 
nnd would pay the bill for the same. 
The city should encourage under- 
ground work as much as possible. Mr. 
Rice thought a mistake had been made 
last year In allowing Washington 
street to he resurfaced when the Com- 
pany had made its agreement to lo- 
cate this conduit here. 

Alderman Cox said the matter was 
not a contract but only an agreement, 
but that the order ought to pass over 
the veto. 

Alderman Richardson said that it 
was better policy to put conduits in 
streets before they were resurfaced. 

The order was then passed over the 
veto by a vote of 17 to 1 Alderman 
Murphy voting no. 

The order accepting chapter 423, acts 
1909, authorizing grnnting licenses to 
sell ice cream, soda water, fruit, etc. 
on Sunday was recommended by the 
license committee, Alderman Rice 
saying that the committee is asked 
each year to grant common victualler 
licenses to what are practically fruit 
stands, in order that waiting rooms 
may be open on Sunday for the street 
railway patrons. The statutory equip- 
ment of these places was a farce and 
the board should accept this act and 
grant a suitable license. 

Alderman Murphy opposed the order 
as opening the way for a flood of peti- 
tions for Sunday opening from every 
fruit dealer in the city. There was no 
public demand for this action and Wal- 
tham had not had the best of experi- 
ence under it, 

Alderman Blanchard said that citi- 
zens would not permit a large number 
of such petitions to be granted. He 
called attention to the places on the 
shores of Charles river which were 
clearly not common victuallers. 

Alderman Bartlett thought we were 
getting along quite well and need not 
open the door for trouble. 

President Blakemore took the floor 
and opposed the order saying it would 
lead to a wide open Sunday, as the 
board couldn’t consistently oppose 
granting the petition of any reputable 
fruit dealer. 

Alderman Rice said the board would 
have to perjure itself in granting com- 
mon victualler licenses under present 
conditions. 

Alderman Cox said he knew that 
places were kept open illegally on 
Sunday and that the waiting rooms 
were not properly equipped. The law, 
he said, says one thing and we do an- 
other. He believed the board ought 
to be able to grant Sunday licenses 
in a proper manner. 

Alderman Murphy said that all these 
Common Victuallers ought to be able 
to serve a light lunch as a condition 
for Sunday opening. 

Alderman Cabot thought the respon- 
sibility was on the License committee 
and that they ought not to favor li- 
censes to persons not equipped. 

The order was then recommitted to 
the Licenses committee. 

Alderman Bartlett opposed the order 
for $580. land damages on Centre 
street widening saying that if we can- 
not spend money on Boylston street, 
w’e surely ought not to spend money 
here. He could name he said, many 
places on Commonwealth avenue 
which needed widening as much as 
this and were fully as dangerous. 

Aldermen Rice and Clark favored 
the order and it was passed, Alderman 
Bartlett being alone in opposing it. 

The Committee on Schools reported 
on the school appropriation substan 
tially as follows: 

"Your Committee has given consid- 
erable study to the subject of the 
school Budget for 1914, and has en- 
deavored to arrive at a conclusion 
that will be recognized by all con 
cerned aB for the best interests of the 
city of Newton, and at the same time 
conserve the high standard of our 
New’ton School System. 

It does not seem necessary at this 
time to enter upon a comparison of 
New’ton w’ith other cities and w’hile 
such comparisons and the information 
there obtained is interesting, it does 
not help us materially in the solu- 
tion of our own problem. Newton 
must face its own conditions and meet 
them on the basis of its possibilities 
and revenues. We have set a high 
standard and we alone muBt decide 
whether we shall keep up that stan- 
dard, and comparison with other cities 
is of no value unless we know ex- 
actly what other cities are doing for 
their children and whether the re- 
sults obtained are of equal value with 
ours. The Superintendent, Dr. Spauld- 
ing, has given us a list of items or 
suggestions wherein a cut in expenses 
can be made. We have studied the 
same carefully, and your Committee 
unanimous in the opinion that none 
of these suggestions can he acted 
upon without serious detriment to the 
school system. We have talked with 
many of this Board on the subject of 
school expense, and even those who 
are most outspoken in the demand that 
expenses he checked agree with 
that it is not desirable to curtail the 
efficiency of the schools. The im 
pression that has been given out that 
Newton Schools have only 23 and 
fraction scholars in a class is not 
full statement of the facts. There 
are only five high schools in Massa- 
chusetts having as large or larger 
classes as the Newton High School. 
It is however true that the expense 
for schools in Newton is high and all 
will agree thut there may come a time 
when the burden of increased ex- 
penditures may become such a detri- 
ment to the city in general and to the 
school department in particular that 
any further increases are unwise for 
the good of the schools. 

"About a year ago the chairman of 
the Finance Committee allotted to the 
chairman of the Committee on Schools 
the duty of reporting a plan whereby 
the expeuse of Newton Schools could 
he regulated for the next five or ten 
years, by a regulated scale of increase, 
lie found this a difficult proposition 
because of the abnormal conditions 
that have existed during the years of 
installation of the Technical High and 
the Vocational Schools. Having Dr. 
Spaulding’s figures which show a con- 
tinued decrease in cost per pupil we 
feel we can now offer a reasonable 
plan as a basis for appropriations 
for the next few years.

"Your Committee recommends that 
the School Budget be passed for the 
sum of $378,933.00, nnd that it be un- 
derstood with the School Board and 
Superintendent of Schools that ex- 
penses for schools are not to be In- 
creased except on the basis of a pro 
rata increase for each kind of student 
based on cost per pupil for 1913 and 
14. Your Committee finds this will 
approximate 2 per cent.” 

The follow’ing resolution was passed 
after an explanation by Alderman 
Jamieson: 

Whereas w’e desire to formulate a 
policy to be pursued so far as possible 
In the treatment of school expendi- 
tures: — 

Now Therefore Be It Resolved: that 
it is our belief that any increase In 
the present school appropriation 
should be granted In the year 1916-16 
and 17 only on the basis of increases 
in the pupils in the schools. We be- 
lieve this Board should estimate as 
nearly as possible the increased cost 
due to the increase in pupils in each 
dept., viz: high, vocational, technical, 
grades, kindergartens and evening 
schools, and compute the actual in- 
crease in appropriation on this basis. 
We believe this rule should be fol- 
lowed except where a less sum may be 
necessary on account of some unusual 
condition of the city treasury on the 
one hand or on the other hand where 
greater sum may be necessary on 
account of some emergency in the 
school situation. 

Alderman Jamieson said that New- 
ton had an enthusiastic school super- 
intendent, who desired to increase the 
school facilities and its efficiency. 
The committee had formulated the pol- 
icy covered in the resolution after 
careful study and while it w’as not 
possible, of course to commit future 
boards, it w r as a suggestion which, it 
was hoped, might be followed for at 
least three years. 

There was also considerable debate 
on an order offered by Alderman Cabot 
requesting the mayor and solicitor to 
oppose the increase of passenger fares 
on the B. & A. Alderman Cabot said 
that this increase will undoubtedly 
tend to keep new residents from com- 
ing to Newton, and place us at a dis- 
advantage with suburbs on the Maine 
and New Haven roads. 

Alderman Cox said he hadn’t heard 
any protest from his ward and he be- 
lieved the Company must have a rea- 
son for advancing fares. He thought 
the success of the city itself depended 
upon the success of its public service 
corporations. 

Alderman Blanchard thought the 
board w’as not doing its duty by its 
citizens in allowing such a matter to 
slide by without protest. 

Alderman Richardson said the citi- 
zens of Newton were not seriously 
affected, as most of us use the commu- 
tation rates. He suggested that to 
defeat the proposed increase might 
have some hearing on service. 

Alderman Cabot stated that the 
company had given the matter hut in- 
different publicity and it was said to 
affect their revenues but little, being 
intended to place New’ton stations on 
the same basis as other parts of the 
road. 

Alderman Pratt offered an amend- 
ment that the mayor and solicitor 
should oppose the matter if the evi- 
dence warranted and altho Alderman 
Cox thought this w r as placing too 
much responsibility on the mayor, the 
amendment was adopted with 3 votes 
in opposition and the order was 
passed. 

It was 10.40 o'clock when the 1914 
budget was taken up. Opposition was 
expressed by Aldermen Cox, Winslow 
and Richardson to a suggestion that 
the matter he considered in the com- 
mittee of the whole, and it was not 
pressed. 

Alderman Pratt went thru the bud- 
get as recommended by the Finance 
committee explaining the differences 
betw’een the figures adopted last Nov., 
those recommended by the mayor 
and those recommended by the com- 
mittee, The November figures were 
$1,469,680.13., the mayor recommended 
$1,422,996.45. and the committee sug- 
gested $1,474,916.46. The committee 
differed from the mayor in the matter 
of $104 increase in salaries of clerks 
in Treasury Dept., salary of the City 
Clerk, saiury of Buildings Commis- 
sioner, salaries of police lieutenants, 
inspectors, sergeants, chauffeurs, 
extra patrolman, appropriation for 
Moth work, salaries of school nurses, 
appropriation for school clocks, appro- 
priation for special repairs to build- 
ings, and salary of clerk in Water 
department. 

After a short recess, the varlouB 
items of the budget were taken up in 
detail. Alderman Bartlett favored in- 
creasing the salary of the Buildings 
Commissioner to $2260 as recom- 
mended by the Mayor. Alderman 
Murphy said that while the Commis 
sloner had overrun Ills appropriation 
two years ago he had done better 
since. Alderman Pratt stated that the 
Commissioner had exceeded his ap 
propriatlon $4000 two years ago, and 
was some $1600 over the next year. 
He did not seem to be fully in accord 
with the policy of the committee and 
his estimates of appropriations last 
fall were valueless. 

Alderman Barker said the board 
was much dependent on heads of do 


partments for Information and should 
ho paid a salary commensurate with 
tho work done. 

President Blakemore called atten- 
tion to the fact that the present Com- 
missioner found the office in chaotic 
state when he assumed office. The 
amendment was then adopted. 

The item of $765 for an additional 
patrolman at Nonantum square was 
so much involved with the recent re- 
instatement of officer Neagle, that the 
board debated the matter at length. 
Alderman Murphy said that this addi- 
tional officer had been requested by 
the Business men of Newton and was 
most necessary. Alderman Jamieson 
said It ought not to he involved with 
the Neagle affair as the mayor was 
within Ills rights in that matter. Per- 
sonally he believed that the man 
should be removed as his presence on 
the force weakens it every day. Al- 
derman Blanchard said the matter 
should be considered from the stand- 
point of the entire personnel of the 
force. There Is an officer at Nonan- 
tum square now, nnd the mayor says 
ho will keep one there. To make this 
appropriation would virtually sanc- 
tion the reinstatement of the other 
man and that tho department was all 
upset on this account. The board 
would make a great mistake in mak- 
ing this appropriation until the other 
matter was settled. Alderman Pratt 
said that the board had been liberal 
with this department In the past and 
we should go no further in adding to 
its expense. Alderman Murphy called 
attention to the fact that it was pos- 
sible to place tho man at Nonantum 
square because the other man had 
been reinstated. Alderman Jamieson 
said that Nonantum square ought not 
to receive extra protection to the ne- 
glect of other parts of Newton. Al- 
derman Bartlett wanted to know if 
these two matters were connected as 
he had been consulted by Neagle and 
wanted to be excused if this matter 
was Involved. Alderman Pratt 
thought the department was disrupted, 
was certainly expensive and it was 
not the time to increase expenses. He 
felt that if additional amount was 
passed it would to a certain extent 
approve the reinstatement, and ad- 
mitted that if tho reinstatement affair 
had not come up juBt now, a different 
view might have been taken by the 
committee. Alderman Cox objected to 
personalities. The responsibility rests 
with the mayor and Nonantum square 
needs an officer. Alderman Rice 
thought this extra appropriation 
would be used to pay the reinstated 
man. Alderman Richardson thought 
that as the man had never been legally 
removed, the city would have to pay 
him, altho he believed the board could 
not emphasize Its disapproval too 
strongly. Alderman Barker thought

The board of health gave a largely 
attended hearing Monday afternoon 
at the City Hall, on the petition of Mrs.

Mr. Cox 
claimed that the recent addition to the 
barn was made illegally. The board 
subsequently refused to grant the 
petition.

rather to point out the practical value 
of college training for the rank and 
file. It is justified, she said, in pro- 
portion as it makes a man or a woman 
a valuable member of society. Prog- 
ress depends upon the mind behind 
the worker. We need the person who 
is nble to think. The community needs 
mental training as well as vocational 
training, it needs keen minds, ready 
observation. She quoted the psychol- 
ogists, who say that the necessity of 
thinking hard is digging channels in 
the braim for future success. The 
modern idea of the home maker is not 
merely that of the woman who pre- 
pares the meals for her family. She 
is the companion as well. And the re- 
lation to the home is not the only rela- 
tion expected of the woman today. 
The relation to the community must 
also be taken into consideration. This 
1 b primarily a century of problems. 

To think a thing through is hard 
work, but it develops the deepest re- 
sources of the brain. There is a power 
that comes from struggling with that 
which is hard to do. The value of 
the study of mathematics was cited in 
this connection. 

Besides these things which Miss 
Woolley claims as results of a college 
training she said that she hopes it also 
creates visionaries, the men and 
women who see visions. Nothing is 
needed more in this country today than 
the power to see visions. We need 
the study of the past as well as the 
study of the present in order to know 
how to meet the problems of the pres- 
ent. We need the philosopher and the 
seer. We need to get visions into the 
lives of the people around us in order 
to help to make more real the king- 
dom of God on the earth. The love 
of money, of power, of pleasure, of 
fashion, is everywhere present. We 
need lovers of books to offset this. 

She hopes the college training may 
create intelligent, cultivated women, 
with an occasional great scholar, that 
it may fit them for the whole of life 
and provide them with a fund of 
sources and resources.

The Work of the Franklin Union” 
was presented to the members of the 
Social Science Club at the meeting on 
Wednesday morning by Mr. Walter B. 
Russell, the director of the Union. 
Benjamin Franklin in his will left a 
bequest of 1,000 pounds each, to the 
city of Boston and to the city of Phil- 
adelphia to be left 100 years to accu- 
mulate. In 1890 when the Boston 
fund became available it had amounted 
to $400,000. The present home of the 
Union at the corner of Berkeley and 
Appleton streets was made possible 
through the generosity of Andrew Car- 
negie. This containing reading room, 
lecture hall and school, was opened in 
September, 1908. The aim of the 
Union is to further the education of 
day and night workers, to give in- 
struction supplementary to the indus 
tries. The school is open from Sep- 
tember to March and the courses 
cover from 2 months to 4 years. The 
students are for the most part men 
who wish to know more of some sub- 
ject that they may increase their pay, 
the majority of them being of Ameri- 
can, Canadian or English birth. The 
average age is 25. The whole subject 
was presented in a forceful, interest- 
manner and many questions came 
from the audience at the close.

it a great mistake to hftvo such a man 
on the force ns it gave the police de- 
partment a bad name, but we should 
express our disapproval in a dignified 
way. Alderman Rlnnchard said the 
board was responsible for the money 
appropriated and all these matters 
should be considered. Charges have 
alrendy been preferred against this 
man by one member of the bonrd. The 
motion to add the item of $766 for an 
extra patrolman wns favored by a vote 
of 10 to 6 but failed to pass as 11 
vot es were necessary. 

The appropriation for resurfacing 
streets wns also a storm centre. Al- 
derman Cox said that the bonrd had no 
right to designate the streets to be re- 
surfaced and said It was not in accord- 
ance with our new system of account- 
ing. Alderman Forknall said the com- 
mittee had spent a lot of time on the 
streets and the designations had been 
made without reference to any sec- 
tion of the city. He thought there 
should be some money left for emer- 
gencies as there were many side 
streets which ought to be fixed up, as 
well as the thoroughfares of the city. 
He suggested the elimination of Bea- 
con street, Waban, and Centre street 
at Newton. Alderman Richardson said 
the figure of 65 cents per square yard 
on which the amounts had been 
reached could not be relied upon and 
in fact was much larger than the aver- 
age of work done in 1913, which was 
from 40 to 45 cents. If we waited for 
actual estimates, there would prob- 
ably be at least $10,000 left for work 
on side streets. There is also $7000, 
he said, which could be used from the 
Maintenance fund of $45,000. Aider- 
man Murphy questioned the right of 
the board to subdivide the item of 
$45,000, and after some deliberation, 
President Blakemore ruled that the 
board must make such items by desig- 
nating the amounts against each 
street, as suggested by the Public 
Works committee but not recom- 
mended by the Finance committee. 
This was done and Alderman Forknall 
then pressed his amendment. Aider- 
man Richardson thought that if any 
amendment was made it would open 
up the whole list of streets in the city 
and that the Public Works Committee 
had given the matter the most careful 
consideration. The amendment was 
then lost and the item of $45,000 in 
designated streets was approved. The 
list includes Washington street, from 
West Newton to Woodland, $9,360., 
Beacon street, from Boston line to 
near Hammond street, and from Glen 
avenue to Centre street, $10,376., Bea- 
con street, at Waban, $6655, Boylston 
street from Walnut street to Dudley 
road, $5830, Watertown street from 
Albemarle road to West Newton, $8800 
and Centre street from railroad bridge 
to Mt. Ida street, $3990. 

While President Blakemore was 
looking up the point of order raised 
by Alderman Murphy the board took 
up the salary of the Street Commis- 
sioner, Alderman Pratt saying that as 
Mr. Ross was to resign on April 15, 
and as the salary of $4000 was fixed 
for him, he believed the board should 
make only a nominal appropriation, 
as the board did not know' whether a 
$2000 or a $6000 man should take his 
place. Alderman Murphy Bald the 
salary w r as carefully considered and 
the office was large enough for a 
$4000. man. The mayor should be 
given this amount in filling the office. 
Alderman Cox said the appropriation 
should only cover Mr. Ross’s time to 
April 15. Alderman Murphy became 
quite indignant saying that if we were 
to get the best results w*e should give 
the mayor the $4000. Alderman Cabot 
thought the salary of the new man 
should be left until a later day. Al- 
derman Murphy wanted to make a 
charter objection to the item but Pres- 
ident Blakemore ruled that the char- 
ter objection must apply to the whole 
order and not to one item in it. An 
amendment to make the salary of the 
street commissioner $1166.67 until 
April 15, was then adopted. 

Comptroller Daboll at the request 
of the President, then informed the 
board that if many things could be 
assumed as he stated them we w’ould 
have a net city levy of $1,522,000. and 
a tax rate of $17.91 per thousand. 

The budget carrying a total amount 
of $1,472,332.12 was then adopted and 
the board at 1.40 A. M. adjourned until 
April 27 when a public hearing will 
be held on the matter of granting per- 
mits to transport intoxicating liquors.

The third of the Efficiency Talks by 
II. Whitehead, was given Inst. Monday 
at the Newton Y. M. C. A. Ills subject 
was "The Man In the Mirror", and the 
tnlk w’as voted the best of the scries 
so far. 

Mr. Whitehead said in part: — 

"Tho success of an individual is 
only equal to his applied abilities. 
It behooves the young man anxious to 
leave his mark behind him to study 
himself carefully and see if he has 
the necessary traits for his chosen 
calling. Should these traits be only 
partially successful. 

"If we wish to understand an automo- 
bile let us say, we must know each part 
ofitandalso how each part operates 
in conjunction with all the other parts. 
If an automobile should break down 
or run poorly w’e know that some part 
of it is not working properly. Wo do 
not stand off from the machine and 
look at it as a w’hole to find what is 
wrong, but we try to locate the speci- 
fic part of the car that is causing the 
trouble and having located it, we re- 
pair or renew just that part only. Get 
that one part strengthened and the 
whole car runs again. 

"In developing the human machine 
we must use just the same method. 
We cannot take ourselves as a whole 
to find out why we are not doing bet- 
ter work, but must take ourselves to 
pieces and locate the trait or traits 
which need strengthening, which need 
’repairing’ ’’. . . Mr. Whitehead then 
gave an interesting method of self 
analysis. He divided the "human 
machine" into forty-one parts and 
show’ed how by qualitative analysis to 
locate the "w’eak parts in the 
machine." 

Methods of developing the different 
traits were given in so simple and 
lucid a manner that the question of 
how’ to build or strengthen weak 
traits, was answ’ered for many young 
men present. Next Monday the talk 
will be on "The Rules of the Game", 
when the principles of business effi- 
ciency will be taken up. This talk 
w’ill be of interest to all business men 
as well as to the beginners, and all 
who have business problems should 
attend. The question period at the 
end of each session permits all to ob- 
tain help on their own business ques- 
tions and problems.

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DISCUSS TAXATION 

Progressives ol Newton Hear Advocates of the 
Single Tax 


At a meeting of the Progressive 
arty held in Odd Fellows’ hall, New- 
onvllle, Wednesday evening, an in- 
eresting discussion took place on the 
natter of taxation. 

Mr. Norman Marshall, chairman of 
he Progressive city committee, called 
o order and alluded to the fact that 
that party favored fair and juBt taxes, 
were against special privileges in tax- 
ation ns well as in other things and 
was no more afraid to attack long 
tending evils and customs than were 
the Republicans of 1861 led by Garri- 
on, Phillips and Sumner. 

Mr. William Lloyd Garrison, Jr. of 
West Newton was the chairman of the 
evening. Mr. Garrison said in part 
what is included in his more extend- 
ed address on Taxation which is 
printed in full in another part of this 
issue. 

Mr. Henry D. Nunn, vice president 
of the Mass. Single Tax League, spoke 
in part as follows: — 

"For the most part, the leaders have 
resisted the temptation to carry the 
tax question into politics, yielding only 
where there was a reasonable chgnce 
for success, or where political activ- 
ity seemed best for educational pur- 
poses. In spite of the self restraint 
of the movement, it has gained politi- 
cal recognition all over the world in 
the past ten years, and the principle 
of land value taxation as laid down 
by Henry George, has profoundly af- 
fected the revenue policy of Great 
Britain, Germany, New Zealand, the 
rovinces of the Canadian Northwest, 
nd some of the countries of South 
merica.” 

The principle once established, the 
ncrease of the public's participation 
will follow as a matter of course. The 
reat ducal land monopolists of Eng- 
land have already seen the handwrit- 
ing on the wall. Land speculation 
as already been considerably checked 
nd great estates arc in the market. 
Most of you noticed the press dis- 
atches last December announcing the 
~le of one of the Duke of Bedford’s 
states, nineteen acres in the heart of 
-Id London, for $60,000,000.00, a tran- 
action without a precedent in the an- 
als of the House of Bedford. 

Single Tax in anything like com- 
lete form, is, of course, not reallza- 
le in a city or even in a state, but 
o be fully applied all revenues, na- 
ional, state, county and municipal, 
ould have to be raised by the taxa- 
ion of land values exclusively, and 
ot only that, but the principle fully 
pplied, would call for the rapid re- 
action of existing public debts and 
u e entire cessation of public borrowi- 
ng in the future to finance permanent 
mprovements. 

“As far as the workers in the move- 
ent are able to judge from the Hin- 
ted experience of the past twenty 
ears, the most practicable approach 
o the Single Tax is through local op- 
ion or home rule in taxation, whereby 
ndividual communities may experi- 
ent as Vancouver has done and as 
ittsburgh is doing, by gradually 
hifting taxation from buildings and 
mprovements and from industry and 
nterprise, to land values. If cities 
nd towns but had the pow’er under 
ur Massachusetts Constitution to fol- 
ow the example of Pittsburg, it is 
ore than probable that several cities 
here the present situation is almost 
inbearable, would very soon try the 
xperiment of gradually exempting 
ersonal property, buildings and ma- 
hinery from taxation. Our cities 
hould be free to w r ork out their own 
conomic salvation in accordance with 
heir own conditions and the judgment 
f their ow n citizens, instead of being 
estricted by regulations made by men 
f ho never saw' a steam engine, a dy- 
amo, a railroad, a steam boat, a sew'- 
ng machine or a printing press, and 
-ho never dreamed of the telegraph, 
elephone, radiograph and other revo- 
utionary inventions, which have so 
adically affected social, industrial and 


ecenomic conditions, that taxation 
ideas of 200 years ago can not possibly 
meet present day requirements, any 
more than the machinery of colonial 
times could supply the needs of the 
people today." 

Mr. R. B. Capon, ex-vice-president 
of the Massachusetts Single Tax 
League, dealt with the Inquiry, "What 
is the correct measure of Government 
Service?" 

He stated the necessity for govern- 
ment made taxation necessary. To 
collect revenue it wns important that 
a correct basis be ndopted. Single 
Taxers claimed the Just and practical 
basis was the taxation of land values 
only, all Improvements to be exempted. 

"Single Tax” was the nickname for 
this system. 

History was largely made up of 
records of disputes concerning taxa- 
tion methods. . . The varieties of w’ays 
of raising revenue were numerous and 
curious, and bred innumerable evils. 

Standards of measurement satisfac- 
tory to all had been reached, or in- 
vented by the corporations serving the 
public today, such as gas, water, tel- 
ephone, light, power, telegraph, rail- 
road, coal, ice, and express companies. 
Among industrial corporations satis- 
factory standards of exchange had 
been reached that made correct book- 
keeping possible, and satisfied all 
claimants, but in the case of govern- 
ment service, neither civic, state, nor 
federal government could be truthful- 
ly said to be able to render a true 
and correct invoice to the taxpayer 
for the money he had to pay. Instead 
of colletcing for what government did 
the rule w'as to take his property be- 
cause the individual had it, or because 
the individual did something. If he 
got drunk once he was fined once. If 
he built a chicken house once he was 
fined every year after, so long as that 
chicken house was doing business. 

Single Taxers claimed the missing 
link in political economy had been 
found by Henry George in the taxation 
of land values. 

Government was the product of the 
community. With government organ- 
ized and at work, individuals produced 
wealth of labor values. The commun- 
ity at the same time proceeded to pro- 
duce Land Value. The shoe manufac- 
turer paid his help out of the product 
of the factory — the shoes. Single Tax 
men argued the government factory 
produced land value therefore should 

{ »ay Itself out of its own product, and 
et the individual product go free. 

None knew' better how to measure 
government service than our real es- 
tate men. They could prove for us 
that the development of land values 
always accompanied, and was caused 
by the development and maintenance 
of government service, beginning with 
the power of the government behind 
the title deed, which gave the individu- 
al the right of private possession, until 
where government service was the 
most perfect, bare land formerly w'orth 
a few cents per acre, had a value of 
thirty to forty million dollars per acre. 

Wherever the transfer of taxation 
from improvement to land values had 
been made a new' era of prosperity had 
set in. It waB a business method that 
worked in the theatre, the hotel, and 
the exhibition, and if it worked well 
in such cases, why would it not w’ork 
well in the taxation of the community. 
Land Value was the correct measure 
of government service.

License Committee Gives a Hearing To Many 
Prominent Residents On This Question 4 

A ^semi-public hearing was given ; were refused. Tim board should feel 

that, the citizens were hack of them in 
this movement and should make it as 
hard as possible to get liquor. Mr. 
Krpner suggested that if the laboring 
classes used this liquor, they were un- 
able to give us the full value of their 
wages.

moiement there was due as much to 
the poorer whites as to the negro ele- 
ment. County. prohibition there, he 
said, was reinforced by eliminating the 
express business and as a public pol- 
icy, was highly desirable. 

Mrs. B. E. Taylor, for the Newton 
Federation of Women’s clubs, said that 
if the board could see the pathetic 
results of this liquor among women 
and children who drink, it would be 
sufficient to stop this traffic. 

Mr. John Y. Mainland called atten- 
tion to the growth of the movement by 
railroads and other large corporations 
not to employ men who drink, and 
from an economic as well as a moral 
view point you should refuse these 
permits. 

Mr. E. L. Miller said that questions 
of personal privileges are exploded in 
issues like this. This liquor business 
flows upon us and intrenches upon 
our rights, and it was most proper to 
refuse the permits. 

Mr. F. S. Retau referred to the argu- 
ments made the night previous and 
said that the expressmen contradicted 
ly incriminating. Their arguments 
themselves, were illogical and decided- 
that they were taxpayers, had fam- 
ilies to support, were met by the facts 
that the present petitioners were also 
taxpayers and had families to supports 
The argument that the liquor permits, 
were needed because the parcel post 
was afTecting the express business vas 
most illogical. He asked if the state- 
ment that "Natick would meet Brigh- 
ton" was a threat on the part of th* 
expressmen or a defiance of the au- 
thority of the board. He saw no basis 
for the assertion that the No license 
vote would be cut in half if these per- 
mits were refused or that half the la- 
boring classes would remove from the 
city. He believed that the board had 
no moral right to give these men such 
permits and that the weak, untrained 
and unrestrained in our city must be- 
protected. 

Mr. Norman Marshall said that li- 
quor would be brought into Newton 
even if permits were refused, but it 
would be a great step in advance if‘ 
the city did not go into partnership 
w ith the liquor business. 

Mr. Harry L. Jones said that all the- 
churches in Newton Centre were op- 
posed to these permits and that before 
the public hearing, fuller results would? 
be reported. He read a letter from 
Lynn showing that liquor had been 
kept out of that city when the permits 
had been refused. He believed that 
the Newton expressmen were running 
at 100 per cent, efficiency and there 
was no effect from police restrictions. 
He charged that kitchen barrooms were 
being maintained today in Newton and 
that the police had the names of these 
consigners where this liquor was taken 
and did nothing. He asked if the po- 
lice department was giving full value 
for its cost of $100,000 per year, and 
believed that the citizens had a right 
to ask it to interfere with law breakers. 
We won’t worry over what will hap- 
pen if these permits are refused.

of the Y. M. C. A., said that it was too 
bad that such a system had grown 
up, which when interfered with, would 
affect business prosperity, but if the 
system was wrong it ought to be eradi- 
cated. The bringing of liquors into 
Newton handicapped the work for 
moral reform, and it was evident that 
these permits, making it easy to get 
liquor, was damaging to social life, 
wrecking homes, making drunkards 
and doing injury to children. In be- 
half of the young men, the poor fam- 
ilies, and for the benefit of the com- 
munity, Mr. Emery urged that the 
permits be refused. 

Mrs. Clara E. Birdsall, president of 
the Newton Civic Council, said that 
this organization was a body of men 
and women who worked together for 
civic righteousness. She said that the 
woman had no wav out when the man 
drank and that we should make it as 
hard as possible for the man to drink. 

Mr. Herbert E. Locke said the board 
took right action last year in refusing 
the druggists licenses and that this 
evil was 25 to 30 times as great as the 
one settled in 1913. He was amazed 
at the quantity of liquors brought into 
the city and figured that it woulfi 
make between 4000 and 5000 barrels 
and would fill from 26 to 30 freight 
cars. How w-ould you like to see such 
a train pass thru Newton placarded 
with the statement that this amount 
of liquor was consumed in this city. 
He insisted that the present method 
was virtually 26 saloons on wheels. 
He called attention to the figures 
showing that 82.000 gallons went into 
Nonantum. 25,000 to Newton Centre, 
30,000 to West Newton and 14,000 to 
Upper Falls, or 77 per cent of the total 
amount in villages where the working 
classes lived. In Upper Falls 321 bar- 
rens of liquor were consumed, and on 
Saturday nights the express teams 
were loaded to the springs with the 
stuff. To call Newton a temperance 
city under these conditions was a 
farce, and it was a business for the 
benefit of Boston, and only incidental 
to our expressmen. 

Mrs. A. M. Russell said that the 
Newton Associated Charities opposed 
the granting of these permits. 

Mr. F. W. Ganse said he came to 
Newton because he believed it to be a 
No license place, and asked if grant- 
ing these permits carried out the No 
license vote. He believed a large part 
if the 200,000 gallons would be kept 
>ut if permits were refused, as liquor 
ould come in now altogether too eas- 
ily. He thought our expressmen were 
n two classes, those who formented 
the liquor business by soliciting the 
rade in the poorer districts, and those 
who acted simply as common carriers. 
The board couldn’t discriminate be- 
tween them, as they are in a business 
directly opposed to the No license vote 
of the city. He thought that if liquor 
was not bought, the money would be 
used for other purposes more benefi- 
cial to the community. 

Mrs. S. I,. Eaton, for the Newton W. 
C. T. U., speaking for mothers of the j 
city, asked the committee not to put ; 
this stain on Newton.

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EDITORIAL 


It is a bit difficult to follow the rea- 
sons for presenting the various ex- 
pressmen in this city as the leading 
advocates of granting permits to trans- 
port liquors, and some of the best 
people in the community as opponents 
to that action. The expressmen are 
not the representatives of the senti- 
ment in this community in favor of a 
continuation of the present policy. 
AVe might as well say that the ex- 
pressmen represent our ideas in fur- 
niture, just because they bring it to 
us from Boston. The expressmen in 
this matter are our servants, not our 
advocates, and to suggest even, that 
their position in this matter, based en- 
tirely on the revenue derived from 
such transportation, is that of the city 
in general, is far from the truth 
The one fact which should be kept 
clearly in mind is not that expressmen 
are taxpayers, or that the opponents 
to permits, are taxpayers, but whether 
the abolition of these permits will he 
more beneficial to all the people, than 
the present policy in regard to the 
use of liquor. Even the most active 
opponent to the pony express, admits 
that liquor will continue to come into 
the city and offers no plan whereby »t 
can be controlled and directed. It is 
for the city government to decide 
whether the liquor brought into New- 
ton can ibe brought in under strict 
supervision of our police, or whether 
it shall brought in by Tom, Dick 
or Harry, with a waste of much ener- 
gy and time in order to learn where 
even a portion of it has gone and by 
whom it is consumed. Personally it 
is my opinion that a limited number of 
permits he granted this year, that 
Ftrcn'g movement be made at the next 
legislature to obtain some restriction 
on the promiscuous transportation of 


The action of the Aldermen in pass- 
ing the Washington strcoi conduit or- 
der over the mayor’s veto is still open 
to criticism, even with the circum- 
stances as staled hv Alderman Utcc. 
While the Edison Company has acted 
in good faith in the matter and Wash- 
ington street was resurfaced Inst year, 
after Mayor Hatfield had been duly 
notified and had agreed to the conduit 
work in that street, the fact still re- 
mains that it is poor business policy 
to resurface streets nnd then allow 
them to be torn up for any purpose 
whatever. Edison conduits could have 
Icon laid this year in cither Centre 
street or Watertown street, instead of 
in Washington street, and would have 
teen in both instances, extensions of 
existing Conduit locations. The argu- 
ment that the street could be resur- 
faced after the laying of the conduit 
in ns good condition ns before is most 
fallacious nnd plenty of places could 
he pointed out in this city where con- 
duit locations are still noticeable, 
even after the most thorn work of the 
Street department. Washington street, 
with its long grade to the north, will 
surely show the effects of building a 
conduit within ten foot of the side- 
walk line. Mayor Childs' veto should 
have been sustained, and the policy 
which he outlined should have been 
endorsed. 

The question of a new street com- 
missioner to succeed Mr. Ross, is be- 
ing discussed with considerable inter- 
est in those quarters where the im- 
portance of the office is fully realized. 
An official having charge of expendi- 
tures aggregating a quarter of a 
million dollars ought to be selected 
with great care and judgment. 

If any person connected with the 
city or residing here is to lie consid- 
ered for the office, no tetter selection 
could he made than the promotion of 
the present Deputy Commissioner, Mr. 
George E. Stuart. Mr. Stuart has a 
great advantage in experience in the 
work of the department, in knowing 
the city thoroly and in handling men. 

A suggestion that the engineering 
and street departments be consolidated 
with an experienced engineer and 
road builder at the head, is meeting 
with some favor and may be worth 
more extended consideration front the 
mayor and hoard of aldermen, hut if 
present conditions are to continue Mr. 
Stuart should receive the appoint- 
ment. 

No wonder there is a feeling in the 
country that there is altogether too 
much technicality in the administra- 
tion of alleged justice by our judiciary. 
The average citizen cannot see why 
Harry Thaw should not be returned 
to New York by the most direct route, 
Judge Aldrich to the contrary not- 
withstanding. It is such rulings as 
that of Judge Aldrich which fosters 
the proposition to recall judges and 
judicial decisions.

UNDER THU (HI, BED HOME 

The repeal of the bar nnd bottle hill 
was defeated In the House on Tuesday, 
by n votq of 105 to 116, all three New- 
ton representatives voting with the 
majority. On Wednesday, reconsider- 
ation of the vote on Tuesday was re- 
fused, the vote standing 101 to 114. 

On Monday, all three representatives 
voted in the negative, and with t Hr* 
majority each time on three roll calls, 
unusually large number for one 
session. Reconsideration of the rejec- 
tion of the bill allowing state employ- 
ees a vacation, resolutions relative to 
tmtionnl ownership of telephone and 
telegraph lines, and establishing the 
salary of the secretary of the common- 

alt h. were tnc matters under con- 
sideration. 

Bills recommended by the Commis- 
sion on Immigration, of which Dr. F. 
F. Spaulding of Newtonville, was n 
member, wee heard this week on Bea- 
con hill Dr. Spaulding was one of the 
advocates of a bill to give the State 
board of Education supervisory power 
over private schools, and for the es- 
tablishment of part time nnd evening 
schools. Dr. Spaulding said that the 
Commission proposes that in every 
town where there are as many as 
twenty illiterates between fourteen 
and seventeen years, there shall be 
maintained a part-time school for 
them, and that in every town where 
there are as many as fifteen illiterates 
between seventeen and twenty-one 
years old. there shall be maintained 
evening schools for them with sessions 
of at least forty weeks. As a rule, 
under present laws, the evening 
schools give about as much instruc- 
tion in a year as is given in four or 
five week 8 of dnv jchools-. 

He estimated that the cost of this 
nroposod system would be about 
$1,000,000 for the State, and it would 
entail an additional expense to the 
cities and towns of about $1,000,000. 

The matter of erecting a statue to 
General Butler was favored by the 
House on Wednesday, when by a vote 
oi 38 to 63, an adverse report of the 
committee was refused and a bill sub- 
stituted therefor appropriating $25,000 
for the same. The course of this bill 
thru the House and Sonata promises 
to he rather rocky.

inherited a medieval system of assess- 
ing taxes, which traces its pedigree 
bat k ai least ns far ns early colonial 
days. To quote the very able nnd in- 
structive report of the Commission on 
Taxation, dated January 1908 “From 
earliest times, the principal tax in 
Massachusetts has been the general 
property tax. Its characteristic feat- 
ure is that it is intended to reach all 
kinds of property, both real and per- 
sonal, and tax them at the same rate.” 

“This system has persisted here with 
curious variations, while Europe long 
ago dropped it quietly into the discard. 
The worst feature of the system and 
the one which causes the greatest dis- 
satisfaction is the taxing of personal- 
ity, especially intangible personality, 
at the existing high local rates. 

"On this point, let me cite the 
opinion expressed in the Interesting 
report of the Minnesota Tax Commis- 
sion of 1912. 

" ‘The United States is the only ad- 
anced nation In the world that still 
retains the personal property tax. It 
has been abandoned in all of the pro- 
gressive nations of Europe; the Aus- 
tralian colonies have long since ceased 
to use it, and in Canada within the 
last decade province after province 
has abandoned the personal property 
tax and substituted other forms of tax- 
ation more equitable and more cer- 
tain in results. That it will eventual- 
ly be abandoned in this country is 
not only possible but very probable. 
The trend is distinctly in that direc- 
tion in nearly every State in the Union. 
The personal property tax stands con- 
demned by every thoughtful student 
of taxation as the easiest of all taxes 
to evade, as incapable of equitable en- 
forcement, and hence unjust in appli- 
cation.’ ” 

‘The fact is that the old theory of 
proportional taxation, which attempts 
to assess personal property and real 
estate uniformly, proceeds on the pop- 
ular assumption that Pigs is Pigs — 
whereas experience is bringing us 
rapidly to Mike Flannery's practical 
conclusion that some pigs is pets. 

“To support this point, let me cite 
briefly once more the Massachusetts 
Report of 1908: — 

“Modern tax systems are based 
upon the principle that it is necessary 
to discriminate between various class- 
es of property and business, and to 
employ different methods and rates of 
taxation in dealing with them.” 

‘In this State, however, we are still 
standing pat, with an average rate of 
$17 per thousand on all classes of 
property. We have managed to sur- 
vive, by virtue of a series of exemp- 
tions under the so-called ‘excise 
clause’ of the Constitution — and 
through tacit agreement between tax- 
payer and assessor, to bear and for- 
bear. But there are appearing on the 
horizon unmistakable signs that we 
have come to a parting of the ways. 

“State, County and City demand 
more, and yet more, revenue. Hence, 
the pursuit of taxable personalty has 
become the favorite indoor sport. 
And now’ the Federal Income Tax car- 
ries the Implied threat of general dis- 
closure of all investment holdings. 
But to the State Inheritance Tax of 
1907 we must award the credit for the 
acuteness of the local situation, as the 
operation of this law has revealed to 
the Tax Commissioner the holdings 
of the estate of every decedent, with 
the result that each bequest and dis- 
tribution under a will is vigorously 
followed and taxed whenever it is le- 
gally possible. (Let me say here that 
this official activity reflects only favor- 
ably upon the Tax Department, as it 
is putting into practice exactly what 
the law’ enjoins and expects. In fact, 
the more capably the Commissioner 
and Deputy Commissioner conduct 
their office, the more quickly must the 
law’ be changed to relieve a condition 
rapidly becoming intolerable.) 

“The evidence coming to the Com 
missioner has revealed this curious in- 
consistency — that whereas the amount ’ 
of personal property discovered for 
taxation in the State is in the propor- 
tion of 1-4 personalty to 3-4 realty, 
the estates which w’ere scrutinized by 
the Commissioner for inheritances 
showed personal property holdings 
having 3 and 1-2 times as much value 
as the corresponding realty holdings. 
This stimulative bit of knowiedge led 
to systematic official effort to discover 
and tax such available personalty in 
the hands of Ihing holders; and one 
method is for assessors to purchase 
lists of stockholders of so-called for- 
eign corporations, in order to detect 
and levy on all taxable share holdings 
standing in the names of citizens of 
this State. 

“In this connection, I ask your close 
attention to a story and to a 
piece of correspondence which, by 
chance, found its way into iny hands 
this w’eek. 

"There is a newspaper reporter, hav- 
ing his headquarters at the State 
House, who appears in State Street 
frequently offering to sell lists of 
stockholders to dealers in securities 
It appears from evidence which I will 
now submit that he prepares such lists 
primarily for the use of boards of as- 
sessors in the State. It seems also that 
his business relations extend beyond 
the State boundaries. 

"Kindly listen carefully to this let 
ter written by aforesaid purveyor of 
lists to the Hoard of Assessors of 
Houston, Texas, of which the Hon 
Joseph J. Pastoriza is the head — Pas- 
toriza being today one of the best 
known men in Texas, and presumably 
the most popular citizen of his home 
city. 

Board of Assessors, 

Houston, Texas. 

Dear Sirs: 

I have furnished the assessors of 
the cities and towns in Massachusetts 
with authentic information of the stock 
holdings of their residents in foreign 
corporations, which stock is taxable 
under Massachusetts law. This has 
resulted in the taxation of several mil- 
lion dollars worth of personal proper- 
ty which had not been declared by the 
owner, and thus escaped taxatiou. 

Tills information I secure direct 
from the transfer books of the corpor- 


corporations in the country. 

Would the Board of Assessors in 
your city be in a position to nvnil 
themselves of this information, and 
pay for the same on a basis, which in 
Massachusetts hns. been considered 
most fair nnd reasonable, considering 
the results ohtnined by the assessors, 
namely, $1.00 per name for each name 
used. 

I would furnish you with all of the 
information which I secure relating 
to the holders who nre residents of 
your city, and would leave you to de- 
termine the nnmes upon which you 
could levy a personal property tax. 
nnd it would be these names that 1 
should ask you to pay for. 

I enclose a memorandum of some of 
the stockholders’ lists which I have. 
I am getting new lists continuously. 

Hoping that you will give the sub- 
ject matter the attention which I feel 
It warrants, I am 

Houston, Texas, Jan. 12, 1914. 
Dear Sir: 

I have your letter of the 6th inst. 
offering to secure assessments of per- 
sonal property and charge $1.00 per 
name for same. In reply will state 
that this city has ceased to act in the 
capacity of a thief. We do not tax per- 
sonal property; we consider it com- 
mon, everyday stealing to take in the 
form of taxes any part of that w’hich a 
man earns himself. The land values 
of Houston produce more revenue 
than w’e need and we don’t have to 
subject our citizens to the ordeal of 
the seventh degree, or put them in a 
position where they will have to lie 
perjure themselves, and send their 
souls to Hell. 

If you will read “Progress and Pov- 
erty” by Henry George, you will get 
a line on what I am taking about.

largely exempts them. Maine reaches 
only $12,000,000 personalty all told 
nnd hns a new’ tnx law in process. 
Rhode Island nnd Pennsylvania have 
a four mill tnx (that is $4.00 on the 
thousand as we reckon hero) ; while 
New York mnkos n practise of tnxlng 
personality only nominally and lias a 
registration law relating to bonds 
whereby the payment of $f> (Vfe of 1 % 
of face value) on n given bond ntnkes 
it tax free until its maturity. 

Note here a bit of testimony from 
the letter of a strong New York Trust 
Company soliciting Massachusetts 
trust accounts which may be revoc- 
able in whole or in part ns to princi- 
pal or ns to income. 

"The effect of creating a trust of 
this kind is to vest legal title in Union 
Trust Company of New York ns trus- 
tee. In so far as the securities con- 
sisted of stocks, they would not be 
subject to a personal tax in New 
York. In so far ns they consisted of 
bonds they can be made non-taxable 
by payment of the one-half of one per 
cent, secured debts tax.” 

That Is playing trumps with a ven- 
geance and shows us all too clearly 
the deuces in our own hand. 

To come directly to the point — 

We are facing the facts created by 
interstate competition. Our capital — 
which is the partner of labor In indus- 
trial production — is being bid away 
from us and what is more— it is slip- 
ping across our borders more rapidly, 
1 believe, than ever before. 

New’ York City is the obvious place 
for a man of large means to live and 
for trust funds to flow’ into.

I would cccond the motion of the 
man from Texas, and amend it to in- 
clude everybody in Massachusetts as 
a reader of "Progress and Poverty.’’ 

If that should happen, we should stand 
in little danger of receiving further 
shocks from live wires in the Gulf 
States. 

Now let us consider briefly some in- 
dividual and economic results of our 
Rip Van Winkle tax system as it 
operates in actual fact. 

It goes without saying that it bears 
relatively heavily upon the poor and 
the people of small means — either di- 
rectly, or- indirectly through their 
rents. 

To the rank and file of investors it 
operates in a way to weaken and dis- 
sipate their capital holdings and to 
diminish and make uncertain their in- 
comes. 

Let me illustrate by a case familiar 
to those w’ho handle investments. 

A widow’ comes to the office to in- 
vest $20,000, representing her hus- 
band's life insurance money. This 
sum is usually the bulk of her avail- 
able capital. Safety is her first con- 
sideration. but a fair income return 
is imperative. What can she do? 
First of all she must buy only non- 
taxable securities or lose at least 1-3 
of her income in taxes. What then 
can she buy? 

She can of course place her money 
in savings banks at 3Vfe to 4 % but she 
must be industrious and agile as no 
bank will receive more than a single 
thousand. 

Or She can buy Tax Exempt Mu- 
nicipal Bonds, although one 
feels humiliated to admit to her 
that the rate of income is only 
3% to 3%%. 

Or She might find a local mortgage 
— but that usually takes special 
knowledge and business judg- 
ment. The savings banks and 
big trustees have taken the best. 
It’s their business. If she does 
find one she has usually the per- 
sonal equation to solve when 
the interest falls due. 

Or Finally, she can buy the tax free 
stocks of Massachusetts cor- 
porations. These come in every 
guise and disguise (now that 
our wide open incorporation 
law’ puts the home trade mark 
on outside shares,) and she can 
get rates varying from 4 % to 
V/t — perhaps more. What is 
the result? Three-quarters of 
such money — real trust money 
— goes into stocks — and a risk 
is often unsuspectingly assumed 
which results in stoppage of in- 
come and serious loss of prin- 
cipal. 

To put an illustration in strictly 
modern fashion — it is safe to assume 
that if the total amount of physical 
and mental anguish of the stockhold- 
ers of New England Railroad shares 
could be plotted and charted by Mr. 
Roger W. Babson, that the area rep- 
resenting said anguish would occupy 
a space below the line X-Y fully equal 
to the black area above the line X-Y, 
representing the monumental capi- 
talization of the New Haven Railroad. 

But to avoid sentiment and the soft 
pedal let us see how the able and hard 
headed Trustee has fared of late years. 
The fact is that he has been the sport 
of an unkind and mocking fate. The 
more cautious and conservative his 
action the more checkered his career.

Connecticut and Rhode Island earh 
has strong elnlms, and other jurisdic- 
tions appeal In special oases. 

The question Is, therefore, 

What can we do about. It? 

Fortunately every one Interested In 
the welfare of the State and city wants 
to see something done — and done 
quickly. 

A Constitutional Amendment Is ap- 
parently a condition precedent, to any 
real reform — but such a change re- 
quires something more than two years 
time. The machinery can he set In 
motion this year however, and It seems 
probable that the legislative wheels 
will soon begin to turn. 

What are some of the existing al- 
ternatives? 

Many favor the so-called broad 
amendment — which contemplates 
striking out the word "proportional"; 
leaving to the Legislature the task of 
working out the final conclusion. This 
plan proceeds on the theory that any 
new law must he better than our 
present discredited game of hide and 
seek. The three mill tax Is once more 
a possibility, Its real and proper pur- 
pose being to relieve intangibles fi;om 
their present undue burden — Its os- 
tensible object, as explained to the vot- 
ing public, being to cure tax dodging 
by prescribing molasses In place of the 
long accustomed vinegar. A registra- 
tion tax like that of New York on 
bonds and other choscB in action is a 
remote possibility. Some law classify- 
ing property and having each class of 
subjects taxed equally and proportion- 
ally Is being considered. This Isa Btepln 
the right direction but It Is difficult 
to frame such a law because of con- 
flicting property interests, nnd an ex- 
treme solicitude for venerated home 
shares now moving majestically in a 
somewhat lofty altitude. 

A State Income Tax, modelled on 
the recent Wisconsin law Is strongly 
advocated. It has brought to light 
much undiscovered personality, pro- 
duced considerable revenue and Is get- 
ting its handful of feathers with only 
very moderate amount of squawk- 
ing. It is a graduated tax, however, 
and calls for the paraphernalia and 
abracadabra of all Income taxes — a 
fearsome thought to one who has been 
striving to assist other unfortunates 
In making out Federal Income Tax re- 
And finally a local option tax law is 
proposed and may well receive your 
serious consideration. 

Such a law means Home Rule in 
Taxation, permitting each city and 
town to raise its tax money as It sees 
fit. It logically results in the Imita- 
tion and adoption of the best and most 
natural method of raising revenue and 
proceeds by gradual and progressive 
experimentation on a small scale aB 
in the Canadian Provinces. Person- 
ally I am satisfied that most of the 
revenue would be raised from site 
values under this plan. This would 
he, I believe, an equitable and benefi- 
cent outcome, and far reaching in its 
economic effects. It would supplant 
a system which now taxes savings and 
Industry in order to benefit the hold- 
er of unimproved land. 

And here let me cite briefly the com- 
munities which have advanced towards 
the goal of land values taxation. 

New Zealand and Australia were 
the forerunners. Their favorable ex- 
perience is well known and has long 
been cited. 

Of the European countries Germany 
and England have put into operation 
laws taxing the increment of land. 
This is a logical step In the direction 
of l^and Value taxation. 

The Northwest Provinces of Canada 
furnish the great modern example of 
this method of taxation in actual 
practise. 

To quote again from the Minnesota 
Tax Commission’s Report: — 

"The most striking feature in a study 
of tax reform in Western Canada Is 
the strong trend throughout the en- 
tire country in the direction of the 
Single Tax principle. That so far It 
is working satisfactorily wherever 
tried is generally admitted, even by 
opponents of the principle. In no dis- 
trict In which the principle has been 
applied is there any noticeable desire 
to return to the old system. From 
present Indications it Is safe to pre- 
dict that within the next ten or twenty 
years the Single Tax principle will he 
adopted by every taxing district in 
Western Canada." 

Please note uIbo the following from 
the 1912 Report of the Hon. George 
Langley, Minister of Municipal Affairs 
of Saskatschewan. 

“That scheme of taxation whereby 
buildings and Improvements aro not 
assessed 1 b ever increasing in popu- 
larity throughout the province. In 
our rural communities and local im- 
provement districts the land alone has 
always borne the rates of taxation, 
and there is not the slightest tendency 
to change the system." 

The experience of Vancouver and 
Edmonton are exceedingly interesting 
and instructive as exemplifying the 
successful application of the land val- 
ues tax to cities. 

To quote a recent observer regard 
ing Edmonton: — 

"A tax on land values alone is the 
only tax levied in that city. The city 
has hud a marvelous growth in the 
past few years, hut whether or not 
such growth has been due in part to its 
tux system is a question of some dis- 
pute. That it is giving general satis- 
faction is evidenced by the fuct that 
nearly every residuut of the city is 
uu ardent single taxer. 

And again, "Vancouver, the metrop- 
olis of British Columbia, wus the first 
city in Canada to exempt buildings und 
improvements on land from taxation. 
The first step towards exemption was 
taken in 1895 when the assessment on 
improvements was reduced to 50 per 
cent, of full value. This wus fallowed 
in 1906 by an uddltionul decrease of 25 
per cent., and In 1910 entire exemp- 
tion was brought uhout. The result, 
it is claimed was magical. There was 
an immediate leap forward in local 
prosperity, huge buildings at once be- 
gan to rise up where shucks hud stood, 
und the city grew in population by 
leaps and houuds. Tea years ago It 
hud a population of less thau 27,000; 
toduy it exceeds 150,000. In 1901 the 
ussessed value of laud wus less thau 
$23,000,000; today it exceeds $100,000,- 
000. That the marvelous growth of the 
city is entirely due to its taxing sys- 
tem is not claimed, hut tliut it has 


f stimulated nnd aided such growth is 
generally ndmltted.” 

Not even large land owners In Van- 
couver have any desire to reinstate 
the tax on Improvements as the ex- 
emption Is generally accepted as a 
vital cause of growth of the city In 
population ns well as in buildings. 

In the United States, Pennsylvania 
has supplemented the 4 mill tax with 
a luw Intended to reduce gradually the 
assessment rate on improvements to 
50'/. New York has In process a sim- 
ilar measure to reduce the assessment 
on Real Estate Improvements 10% a 
year for 5 years where It will finally 
rest nt 60% — while land sites are taxed 
at 100%. Pueblo, Colorado is just 
trying the experiment of a land tax— 
und Houston, Texas, haB shown such 
speed under a modern system that her 
methods are being imitated by a whole 
flock of neighbor communities. Hous- 
ton does not hesitate to advertise 
thus — 

A perpetual bonus to manufactur- 
ers and merchants is offered by the 
City of Houston, Texas, through its 
system of exemptions from taxation. 
Personal property, such as cash, 
household furniture, and evidences of 
debt, are totally exempt from taxa- 
tion. 

The Houston plan of taxation con- 
templates that Merchandise, Machin- 
ery of manufacturers and all other im- 
provements upon land shall be assess- 
ed at only twenty-five per cent of their 
value. Land being assessed at its fair 
value. 

Take your money and brains to 
Houston, Texas, and get the full bene- 
fit of all that you create by your indus- 
try and enterprise. 

For further information, address J. 
J. Pastorlza, Finance and Tax Commis- 
sioner, Houston, Texas." 

The constitution of Texas interposes 
the Identical obstacle that confronts 
us here — but the citizens of her active 
and vigorous cities have unanimously 
suspended the operation of the dead- 
ening clause and have gone ahead by 
common consent under a rule of com- 
mon sense for the common weal. 

hope I have made clear to you that 
our present system Is a tremendous 
handicap to social progress; which 
would be a joke if it were not a trag- 
edy; and I believe that a change is 
not only Inevitable but hopefully near 
at hand. 

I trust also that I have impressed 
upon you the thought that any change 
to he permanent and benefleient must 
look toward the raising of a greater 
proportion of the public revenue from 
the socially created fund termed 
Ground Rent, thereby diminishing the 
present undue burden on savings and 
industry. 

One word more. 

Prof. Lewis J. Johnson of Harvard 
one of the ablest exponents of mod- 
ern tax principles, said humorously 
when I asked him which amendment I 
should do well to urge — 

"Urge them all. Every direction is 
south for we are now at the North 
Pole.” 

This community of Boston is meta- 
phorically speaking at the North Pole. 
And it seems to me there are three 
pre-eminently pressing tasks to be ac- 
complished. And when these three 
tasks are accomplished Boston takes 
her place once more — not as a suburb 
of a Greater Metropolis — but as an in- 
dependent, individual and vigorous 
community — equipped with power and 
purpose. These tasks are first the 
full and logical development of the 
splendid harbor and water-front which 
nature has bountifully provided. This 
work is in good hands and is making 
hopeful headway. The second task 
is the disentaglement and rehabilita- 
tion of the local transportation lines 
which connect our harbor city with 
other trading points, great and small. 
This work is receiving the attention 
of some of the best — as well as some 
of the worst — minds in this commun- 
ity, and will, I am confident, gradually 
but surely achieve its object. The 
third task is no less important than 
the other two — the reform — and I mean 
no sham reform — of our indefensible 
and industry-killing tax system. 

One live man could make the city 
over inside of five years so that the 
word Boston would become a synonym 
of progress and enlightenment instead 
of stuffy conservatism and innocuous 
desuetude. And this could be accom- 
plished without one stroke of injus- 
tice. The truth is that a plan of rais- 
ing revenue which sets land free for 
productive uee stimulates labor, multi- 
plies improvements, attracts vigorous 
recruits to population, and presents 
recruits to population. 

This is no mere chance. Freedom and 
justice operate us surely in relation 
to economic laws, as they do in politi- 
cal or moral spheres of action. The 
application of rational and righteous 
ideals to this tax problem, which is 
merely the land problem by another 
name, must inevitably benefit every 
honest citizen and every business en- 
terprise in this capital city of New 
England. Free the land and the nat- 
ural energies of productive labor will 
do the rest.

The occu- 
pations open to hoys and girls who 
leave school as soon as the law allows 
them, are known as "dead end " or 
“blind alley” occupations, since they 
lead to nothing and by the ttnuf the 
children are twenty-one and must earn 
more they find themselves unfitted for 
anything. The evening ’schools have 
been found unsatisfactory for growing 
children. The part time school -touring 
the day is much better with work al- 
lied to what they are going to do in 
the future. 

The speaker then went oil to tell 
of a recent experiment which is being 
tried at the North Bonnet Street In- 
dustrial with Children' just before they 
| reach 14, with the idea of showing 
* them that tlidre are tilings worth stay- 
ing in school for. The arithmetic 
lessons were based on information 
whieli bore directly upon their own 
problems of life, the number of per- 
sons in certain trades, etc., etc. Geog- 
raphy was taught by sending the boys 
to tlie neighboring wharfs to find out 
what is being imported and exported 
and where the ships are going. When 
a boy learns that a certain boat is 
loaded with shoes and leather for 
Texas, then Texas lias a vastly differ 
ent meaning to him than it ever would 
have had in learning about it from a 
book. Lack of responsibility lias been 
tlie cry from business men and manu- 
facturers, of these boys who have been 
studying in the technical schools. To- 
day educators are trying in every way 
to get the hoys and girls to practice 
responsibility. As means to that end 
Mr. Dodd told how six girls each day 
purchase and prepare tlie luncheon 
for the 35 teachers in the building 
One girl starts out at 9.30 to make the 
purchases and returns in an hour 
when the other five join her and their 
preparations begin. Different group, 
take it up just as soon as one is found 
to be competent. 

in the course of the discussion Mr. 
Dodd paid high tribute to the work of 
Dr. Spaulding of the Newton Schools 
saying that he lias set the standard 
for school reports and that he is th- 
leading educational nnalysist of tin 
country.

Efficiency Talk 

Mr. Whitehead gave the fourth Effi- 
ciency Talk at the Newton Y. M. C. A., 
on Monday evening, the 13th. 

His topic was "The Rules of the 
Game." Mr. Whitehead said in part: — 

"The rules of the game of business, 
are the principles of business efficien- 
cy. Efficiency is effectiveness, or a 
full return for effort or money ex- 
pended. . . It is impossible of course, 
to obtain 100 per cent, efficiency, so 
that we have always something left 
for which to strive. In studying effi- 
ciency our problem is not with, let us 
say, the 60 per cent, efficiency we al- 
ready possess, but vvith the 40 per 
cent, still to attain.

EDITORIAL 


Newton citizens should take a large 
share in selecting the next Republican 
candidate tor the state senate front 
this district, and should make an early 
start towards nominating a resident 
of this end of the district Senator 
Hilton or Framingham has had the 
usual two years of service and has 
recently been chosen town counsel, 
so that Newton can properly advance 
the nomination of one of its own resi- 
dents if it is deemed advisable. 

Three years ago I strongly advoca- 
ted the selection of another candidate 
from the country end of this district, 
on the ground that Newton should be 
represented in the Senate when a new 
apportionment of senatorial districts 
was made. Such action will take place 
next year, and it is most important 
that some change be made in our pres- 
ent district lines. During the thirty 
years the present arrangement has 
existed, conditions have rapidl v 
changed. The Metropolitan districts 
and the Charles River Basin projects 
have been created and the country 
towns in the present district do not 
have the same interests as Newton. 
Watertown and Weston. I believe 
that Newton should urge the creation 
of a senatorial district composed of 
Newton, Waltham, Watertown, Wes- 
ton and possibly one or two small 
towns to make up the requisite popula- 
tion, but all having an interest in the 
Metropolitan district and the problems 
which it creates. The next two months 
will witness the necessary public sent- 
iment to nominate the Republican can- 
didate for the senate and every cul- 
aen of Newton should appreciate the 
situation, and do his part for the 1 est 
Interests of the city. 

Councillor Alexander McGregor ad- 
vocates the annexation to Boston, of 
communities in the Metropolitan dis- 
trict, on the grounds of efficiency, 
economy and accomplishment. Possibly 
the Councillor would have some 
ground for this argument if he could 
show that Boston was economically or 
efficiently managed and that the an- 
nexation of other communities would 
increase that efficiency and economy. 
Until he can produce such reasons, 
Newton prefers its own government, 
Thank you. 

The present agitation to refuse per- 
mits to transportation of liquor into 
Newton may lead to annexation to Bos- 
ton, if such permits are not granted.

HOME MARKET REST 

Hint the View of John Hopewell, 

I. ending Mnnufnetnrer. 

• With the conditions that prevail 
today among the railroads of the coun- 
try their discharging nnd laying off 
of employees, idle cars on the sidings 
and the eurtailing of appropriations 
for the future — and the feeling of un- 
easiness that prevails among the big 
manufacturing and Industrial Institu- 
tions, one cannot view the situation 
with any hope for Improvement.” 

This was the manner in which John 
Hopewell of Newton, n member of the 
board of managers of the American 
Protective Tariff League, summed up 
the conditions which he says the 
American people must face as the re- 
sult of the Democratic national pol- 
icies. in an interview with n San Fran- 
cisco reporter, the other day. 

"It should not be surprising,” he 
continued, "If this depression or semi- 
deprossion endures through the whole 
of the present Democratic administra- 
tion. Wo have not yet reached bed- 
rock under the new tariff conditions: 
we have not yet come to compete with 
foreign products, which it foreshad- 
ows. 

“We may well fear that we shall 
soon have an army of real workers 
who want work and cannot get it. We 
do not yet know definitely what the 
foreign manufacturers are going to do 
to the American trade and so do not 
know what reductions in operating 
and producing expenses may be neces- 
sary to the American manufacturer. 
Wages may have to be cut. We can’t 
ignore such conditions as these." 

Mr. Hopewell is one of the largest 
manufacturers of the New Ehglana 
States. He is senior member of the 
firm of L. C. Chase & Co., operators 
of the Sanford Textile Mills at San- 
ford, Me., and distributors of the prod- 
ucts. He has been, over forty-five 
years in the business. 

Mr. Hopewell, accompanied by an- 
other partner, O. F. Kendall, is on a 
three months’ pleasure trip to the Pa- 
cific Coast. During his tour of the 
country he is making observations for 
the information of the tariff league 
and the Home Market Club of Boston. 

The Wilson Administration at 
Washington apparently designs to de- 
tract attention from the conditions 
existing and impending at home by 
talking about foreign markets,” said 
Mr. Hopewell. 

The foreign market is the poorest 
market in the world for the home 
manufacturer,” he said. "What we 
want is something for the home mar- 
ket. We want to talk about this great 
American market of 100,000,000 con- 
sumers, which is worth more than a 
market of 400,000,000 consumers 
abroad. 

"The recent Democratic legislation 
has created a feeling of doubt and cau- 
tion among the manufacturers, and 
they are working from hand to mouth, 
afraid to map out any big programme 
of operations. The continual prose- 
cution of the big industries has caused 
a halt in their progress and they do 
not know what policy the Government 
mav adept from day to day. 

"Very few firms are making any 
money in the textile industries. They 
do not want to close down, for every 
closed factory means a loss and they 
do not want to cut wages because they 
prefer to pay good wages to bad. They 
have been patient and have taken no 
action. There has not been time 
enough since the bill went into effect 
to see quite all it will do, and we man- 
ufacturers are maintaining the attitude 
of ’watchful waiting.’ If the new tar- 
iff is successful we will welcome it, 
but the progress so far does not indi- 
cate that it can be successful. 

"We just now are paying a part of 
the penalty for overproduction and 
overcapitalization in the form of a re- 
action, and the time has come when a 
lot of sins must be forgiven and a 
start made In upbuilding. Perhaps the 
Democrats should not be charged with 
the full measure of depression, but 
they are guilty of adopting destructive 
methods when constructive methods 
were sorely needed.” 

Mr. Hopewell said that de does not 
believe it possible that a Democratic 
Administration will be elected again 
for a great many years, Samuel W. 
McCall will be the next Governor of 
Massachusetts, he thinks.
